The purpose of the Bible Versions Reproduction Series is to 
make rare and out-of-print versions of the Bible readily and inexpensively 
available to scholars, Bible students, and Bible collectors. These 
reproductions are being offered especially to members of the International 
Society of Bible Collectors. 

While still searching for hard-to-find original printings of Bible 
translations, many collectors have indicated what a delight it would be to 
have on their own shelves accurate reproductions of Bible versions 
currently available only in museums, libraries and private collections. 
Now such an opportunity is being offered by a collector who is himself a 
member of our Society. 

It would be rare to imagine a more enthusiastic member of the 
ISBC than my long-time friend Jim Baden. Since joining the Society, he 
has amassed an extraordinary collection. Visiting his library could be a 
temptation to violate the tenth commandment were it not for his great 
generosity and eagerness to share what he has brought together. 

It 1s essential, of course, that the reproduction process pose no 
threat to the integrity of the volumes being copied—no matter how fragile 
the precious originals may be. Such a method is now available, and Jim is 
demonstrating his confidence in the process by being the first to make 
some of his own prized volumes available. 

Among the first publications in this Series is a reproduction of 
Isaac Leeser’s 1904 The Twenty-four Books of the Holy Scriptures. 
Society members will especially enjoy knowing that the particular volume 
by Leeser was once the personal copy of Arnold Ehlert, the founder and 
first president of the ISBC. “A gift to A. D. Ehlert from Dr. Ἡ. A 
Ironside, summer 1947” is handwritten on the flyleaf: 

Jim Baden shares the reverence for Scripture that has moved the 
leaders of our Society to give so freely of their trme and energy for the 
past thirty-five years. He has profound respect and gratitude for the 
heroes and heroines of Bible translation—from Wycliffe and Tyndale 
down to the present time—who worked so hard, even sometimes at the 
risk of life—to make the Bible so readily available to the world today. 
Like other members of the ISBC, Jim regards the Bible as more than just a 
great book to be collected. To use his own words, he speaks of the 
Scriptures as “God’s method of communicating with his intelligent 
creatures... to be most carefully read and contemplated to discover its 
meaning and value for life in the present and future.” 


What is more helpful in discovering the meaning of Scripture than 
to have readily at hand a good collection of different versions? Some have 
even suggested they would rather have a variety of versions than 
commentaries! As the translators of the 1611 King James Version quote 
Saint Augustine in their memorable preface, “ ’Variety of Translations is 
profitable for the finding out of the sense of the Scriptures.’ ” “Therefore 
blessed be they,” the preface continues, “and most honoured be their 
name, that break the ice, and giveth onset upon that which helpeth forward 
to the saving of souls. Now what can be more available thereto, than to 
deliver God’s book unto God’s people in a tongue which they 
understand?” And speaking of those who have labored to prepare 
translations other than the King James, the 1611 scholars urge “that we 
acknowledge them to have been raised up of God, for the building and 
furnishing of his Church, and that they deserve to be had of us and of 
posterity in everlasting remembrance.” 

It is in this spirit and for this purpose that the Bible Versions 
Reproduction Series has been inaugurated.

Biographical Sketch of Leonard Thorn 


The work of Leonard Thorn, published in New York City in 1861, 
and titled The New Testament of Our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ as 
Revised and Corrected by The Spirits fails to qualify as a true translation by 
all serious Bible students. It “quotes” Jesus in the “Introductory Remarks” 
as saying, “I, Jesus, came in spirit bodily, and revised and corrected the 
first four books of the New Testament.” Thorn claims the book of Acts and 
the Pauline Epistles were “corrected” by Paul, who came “personally” to 
do so. James, Peter, John and Jude also came “in the spirit personally” to 
revise and correct their books as well. The reason given for these “spirits” 
returning is that “many errors” had entered the New Testament books 
through improper translation and through the efforts of “designing men.” 

Thorn’s work closely follows the King James Version, although 
much of the New Testament is omitted, the epistles are shortened, 
Revelation has only six chapters and Hebrews is omitted entirely. Several 
pages of non-Biblical material are also included. 

The book closes with a four-page description of the “New 
Dispensation by the Spirit of Christ,” which explains that Jesus “appeared 
in Spirit in 1861” to announce that the “new era,” called “the coming of 
Christ” had commenced “about the year 1847.” This bold declaration is 
then signed “Jesus, the Christ.” 

Little is known of Thorn, except that he was apparently a 
“Spiritualist,” who sincerely believed he had accomplished his work 
“through a superior medium, by the direction of God.”

7 But when ye pray, use not 
vain repetitions, as the hea- 
then do: for they think that 
they shall be heard for their 
much speaking. 

8 Be not ye therefore like 
unto them: for your Father 
knoweth what things ye have 
need of, before ye ask him. 

Y After this manner therefore 
pray ye: QOur Father who 
art in heaven, Hallowed bé 
thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy 
will be done on earth, as it is 
in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our 
daily bread. 

I2 And forgive us our debts, 
as we forgive our debtors. 


For thine is the kingdom, and 
the power, and the glory, for- 
ever. Amen. 

14 For if ye love your neign- 
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bours, your heavenly Father 
will also love you: 

15 But if ye love not your 
neighbours, neither will your 
Father love you.

9 For 1 am a man under 
authority, having soldiers un- 
der me; and [say to this man, 
Go, and he goeth ; and to an- 
other, Come, and he cometh ;

7 9 And as Jesus passed 
forth from thence, he saw a 
man named Matthew, sitting 
at the receipt of custom ;

10 And sinners came and 
sat down with him and his 
disciples.

12 But when Jesus heard 
that, he said unto them, They 
that be whole need not a phv- 
sictan, but they that are sick.

14 4 Then came to him the 
disciples of John, saying, Whv 
do we and the Phariaces fast 
oft, but thy disciples fast 
not ? 

15 And Jesus said unto 
them, Can the children of the 
bride-chamber mourn, as long 
as the bridegroom is with 
them? but the days will come, 
when the bridegroom shall be 
taken from them, and then 
shall they fast. 

16 No man putteth a picec 
of new cloth on to an old gar- 
ment; for that which is put 
in to All it up taketh from the 
garinent, aud the rent is made 
worse.

9 Provide neither gold, nor 
silver, nor brass In your pur- 
SCS ; 

10 Nor scrip for your jour- 
ocy, neither two coats, neither 
two pair of shoes: for the 
workman is worthy of his 
meat. 
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who in it is worthy; and 
there abide till ye go thence. 

12 And when ye come into 
a house, salute it. 

13 And if the house be wor- 
thy, Ἰοὺ your peace come upon 
it: but if it be not worthy, let 
your peace return to you. 

14 Verily I say unto you, It 
shall be more tolerable for the 
land of Sodom and Gomorrah 
in the day of judgment, than 
for that city. 

15 ¥ Behold, I send you forth 
assheep inthe midstof wolves ; 
be ye therefore wiscasserpents, 
and harmless as doves. 

16 But beware of men: for 
they will deliver you up to the 
councils, and they will scourge 
you in their synagogues ; 

17 And ye shall be brought 
before governors and kings 
for my sake, for a testimony 
against them and the Gentiles. 

18 But when they deliver you 
up, take no thought how or 
what ye shall speak: for it 
shall be given you in that sane 
hour what ye shall speak.

25 Then his lord, after that 
he had called him, said ynto 
him, O thou wicked servant, 
I did as thou desiredst me:

8 Andavery ereat multitude 
spread their garments by the 
way ; others cut down branch- 
es from the trees, and strewed 
them by the way. 

9 And the multitudes that 
went before, and that tollow- 
ed, cried, saying, Hosanna to 
the Son of David ; Blezsed is 
he that cometh in the name 
of the Lord ; Hosanna in the 
highest. 

10 And when he was coine 
into Jerusalem, the city was 
moved, saying, Who is this? 

11 And the multitude said, 
This is Jesus the prophet of 
Nazareth of Galilee.

19 And they brought ants 
him a penny. 

20 And he saith unto them, 
Whose is this image and su- 
perscription ? 

21 They say unto him, Ce- 
sar’s. Then saith he unto 
them, Render therefore unto 
Cesar the things which are 
Cesar’s; and unto God the 
things that are God’s. 

22 When they had heard 
these words, they marvelled,

42 And no man was able 
answer him ἃ word. 


CHAPTER XXIL 
The Scribes and Pharisees reproved. 
Lo spake Jesus to the

2 Saying, The scribes and 
the Pharisees sit in Moses’ 
‘seat : 

ὃ. All therefore whatsoever 
they bid you observe, that ob- 
serve and do; but do not ye 
after their works: for they 
say, and do not. 

4 For they bind heavy bur- 
dens and grievous to be borne, 
and lay them on men’s shoul- 
ders: but they themselves will 
not stira finger to move them. 

§ But all their works they 
do for to be seen of men; they

6 And love the uppermost 
rooms at feasts, and the chief 
seats in the synagogues, 

7 And greetings in the mar- 
Kets, and to: be called of men, 
Rabbi, Rabbi. 

8 But he that is greatest 
among you shall be your serv- 
ant. 

9 And whosoever shall ex- 
alt himself shall be abased ; 

10 And he that shal! humble 
himself shall be exalted. 

11 7 But woe unto you, 
scribes and Pharisees, hypo- 
crites ! 

12 For ye shut up the king- 
dom of heaven against men: 
for ye neither go in your- 
selves, neither suffer ye them 
that are entering to go in. 
The kingdom of heaven is 
righteousness, joy and peace. 

13 Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye devour widows’ houses, 

14 And for a pretence make 
long prayer: therefore ye 
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shall receive the greater con- 
demmnation. 

15 Woe unto you, ye blind 
cuides, which say, Whosoever 
shall swear by the temple, it 
in nothing ; 

16 But whosoever shall swear 
by the gold of the temple, he 
is a debtor! 

[1 Ye fools and blind: for 
whether is greater, the gold, 
or the temple that sanctifieth 
the gold? , 

18 And, Whosoever shall 
swear by the altar it is no- 
thing ; but whosoever swear- 
eth by the gift thut is upon it, 
he is guilty, 

19 Ye fools and. blind: for 
whether is greater, the gift, or 
the altar that sanctificth the 
σι 

20 Whoso therefore shall 
swear by the altar, sweareth by 
it, and by all things thereon. 

21 And whoso shall swear by 
the temple, sweareth by it, and 
by him that dwelleth therein, 

22 Woe unto you, scribes 
aud Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye pay tithe of mint and anise 
and cummin, and have omit- 
ted the weightier matters of 
the law : Judgment, mercy, and 
truth. 

23 These ought ye to have 
done, and not leave the other 
undone. 

24 Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! 

25 For ye make clean. the 
outside of the cup and of the 
platter, but within they are 
full of extortion and excess. 

26 Thou blind Pharisee, 
cleanse first that which is 


within the cup and platter, 
that the outside of them may 
be clean also. 

21 Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites ! for 
ye are like unto whited sepul- 
chres, which indeed appear 
beantifal outward, but are 
within fall of dead men’s 
bones, and: of all uncleanness. 

28 Even so. ye also outward- 
ly appear righteous unto men, 


bnt within ye are full of hypo- 


crisy and iniquity. 

29 Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites ! be- 
cause ye build the tombs of 
the prophets, and garnish the 
sepulchres of the righteous, 

30 And say, If we had been 
in the days of our fathers, we. 
would not have been partakers 
with them in the-blood of the. 
prophets. 

31 Wherefore ye be wit- 
nesses unto yourselves, that 
ye are the children of them 
which. killed the prophets. 

82 Fill not ye up then the 
measure of: your fathers. 

33 O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
thou that killest the prophets, 
and stonest them which are 
sent unto thee; how often 
would I have gathered thy 
children together even as a 
hen gathereth her chickens.un- 
der her wings and ye would not. 

34 Behold, your house is left 
unto you desolate. 

CHAPTER XXIIL

11 And when the scribes 
and Pharisees saw him eat 
with publicans and - sinners, 
they said unto his disciples, 
How is it that he eateth and 
drinketh with publicans and

12 When Jesus heare it, he 
saith unto them, They that 
are whole have no need of a 
physician, but they that are 
sick: I came not to call the 
righteous, but sinners to re- 
pentance. 

13 And the disciples of 
John and of the Pharisees 
used to fast: and they come 
and say unio him, Why do 
the disciples of John and of 
the Pharisees fast, but thy 
disciples fast not? 

14 And Jesus said unto 
them, Will the children of 
the bridechamber fast, while 
the bridegroom is with them? 
as long as they have the bride- 
- groom with them, they will 
not fast. 

15 But the days will come, 
when the bridegroom shall be 
taken away from them, and 
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then shall they fast in those 
days. 

16 And no man putteth new 
wine into old bofties; else 
the new wine doth burst the 
bottles, and the wineis spilled, 
and the bottles will bemarrcd : 
but the new wine must be put 
into new bottles. 

17 And it came to pass, that 
he went through the corn 
fields on the sabbath day ; 
and his disciples began, as 
they went, to pluck the ears 
of corn. 

18 And the Pharisees said 
unto him, Behold, why do

21 And he said unto them, 
The sabbuth wag made for 
man, and not man for the 
sabbath ; 


CHAPTER FT. 
Carist healeth the withered hand, and 
many other infirmities.

26 No man can enter into a 
strong man’s house, and spoil 
his goods, except he will frst 
bind the strong man; and then 
he will spoil his house. 

27 J There came then his 
brethren and his mother, and, 
standing without, sent unto 
him, calling him.

42 And they did all cat, and 
were satisfied. 

43 And they that did cat of 
the loaves were about five 
hundred men. 

44 And straightway he con- 
strained his disciples to get 
into the boat, and to go to the 
other side before unto Beth- 
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saida, while he sent away the 
people. 

46 And when he had sent 
them away, he departed into 
ἃ mountain to pray. 

47 And when even was 
come, the boat was in the 
midst of the sea, and he alone 
on the land. ᾿ 

48 And he saw them toilin 
in rowing; for the wind was 
contrary unto them: and 
about the fourth watch of the 
night he cometh unto them, 
walking upon the sea, and he 
‘made as though he would 
have passed by them. 

49 But when they saw him 
walking upon the sea, they 
supposed it had been a spirit, 
and cried out: | 
_ 60 For they all saw him, and 
were troubled. And imme- 
diately he talked with them, 
and saith unto them, Be of 
good cheer: it is I; be not 
afraid. 

51 And he went up unto 
them into the boat; and the 
wind ceased: and they were 
sore amazed in themselves be- 
yond measure, and wonder- 
ed. 

52. For they considered not 
of the loaves; lor their heart 
was hardened. 

53 And when they had passed 
over, they came into the land 
of Gennesaret, and drew to 
the shore. 

54 And when they were 
come out of the boat, straight- 
way they knew him, | 

55 And ran through that 
whole region round about, and 
began to carry about in beds 


those that were sick, where 
they heard he was. 

ὅδ And whithersoever he en- 
tered, into villages, or cities, 
or country, they laid the sick 
in the streets, and besought 
him that they might touch if 
it were but the border of his 
garment: and as many as 
touched him were made whole. 


CHAPTER VIL

10 Butye say, Ifa child shall 
say to his father or mother, 
Corban, that is to say, a gift, 
by whatsoever thou mightest 
be profited by me: he shall 
be free. 

11 And yesuffer him no more 
to do aught for his father or 
his mother ; 

12 Making the word of God 
of none effect through your 
tradition ; 

13 Which ye have delivered : 
and many such like things 


Ο ye. 

14 1 And from thence Christ 
arose, and went into the bor- 
ders of Tyre and Sidon ; 

15 And entered into a house, 
and would have no man know 
it: but he could not be hid. 

16 For a certain woman, 
whose daughter had an un- 
clean spirit, heard of him, and 
came and fell at his feet : 

17 And besought him that 
he would cast forth the evil 
spirit out of her daughter. 

18 And he said unto her, 
Go thy way; | 

19 The evil spirit is gone 
out of thy daughter. 

20 And when she was come 
to her house, she found the 
evil spirit had gone out, and 
her daughter laid upon the 
bed. 

21 J And again, departing 
from the coasts of Tyre and 
Sidon, he came uuto the sea 
of tralilee. 

22 Aud they brought unto 
him one that was deaf, and 
had an impediment in his 
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speech; and they besought 
him to put his hand upon him, 

23 And he took him aside 
from the multitude, and put 
his fingers into his ears, and 
he spit, and touched his 
tongue ; 

24 And looking up to hea- 
ven, he sighed, and said, 
Ephphatha, that is, be opened. 

25 And straightway his ears 
were opened, and the strin 
of his tongue was loosed, an 
he spake plain. 

26 And hecharged them that 
they should tell no one: but 
the more he charged them, so 
much the more a great deal 
they published it ; 

27 And were beyond mea- 
sure astonished, saying, He 
hath done all things well: he 
maketh both the deaf to hear, 
and the dumb to speak. 

CHAPTER VIII. 
A multitude fed—The Pharisees seek 
ἃ sign. 

N those days the multitude 
being very great, and hav- 
ing nothing to eat, Jesus called 
his disciples unto him, and 

saith unto them, 

2 I have compassion on the 
multitude, because they have 
now been with me three days, 
and have had nothing to eat: 

3 And if I send them away 
fasting to their own houses, 
they will faint by the way: 
for divers of them came from 
far. 

4 And his disciples answered 
him, From whence can a man 
satisfy these men with oread 
here in the wilderness ? 

5 And he asked them, How

many loaves have ye? and 
they said, seven. 

6 And he commanded the 
people to sit down on the 
ground: and he took the se- 
ven loaves, and gave thanks, 
and brake, and gave to his 
disciples to set before them ;

7 And they had a few small 
fishes: and he blessed, and 
commanded to set them also 
before them. 

8 So they did cat, and were 
satisfied: and they took up of 
the broken that was left. 

9 And they that had eaten 
wcre about four hundred, be- 
sides women and children: 
and he sent them away. 

10 { And straightway he 
entered into a boat with his 
disciples, and came into the 
parts of Dalmanutha, 

11 And the Pharisees came 
forth, and began to question 
with him, secking of him a 
siga from heaven, tempting 
him, 

12 And he sighed deeply in 
his spirit, and saith. Why doth 
this generation seck after a 
sion? verily I say unto you, 
there shall no sign be given 
unto this gencration. 

13 And he left them, and 
entering into the boat again 
departed to the other. side. 

14 1 Now the disciples had 
forgotten to take bread neither 
had they in the boat with them 
more than one loaf. 

15 And when Jesus knew it, 
he saith unto them, 

16 Why reason ye, because

18 Having eyes, sce ye not? 
and having ears, hear ye not ?

19 When I brake the five 
loaves among five hundred. 

20 And theseven among four 
hundred, how many fragments 
took ye up? 

21 And he said unto them, 
Why do ye not understand ? 

22 7 And when he came 
to Bethsaida, they brought a 
blind man unto him, and be- 
sought him to touch him. 

23 And he took the blind 
man by the hand, and led him 
out of the town; and when 
he had spit on his eyes, and 
put his hands upon him, he 
asked him if he saw aught. 

24 And he looked up, and 
said, 1 see men as trees, walk- 


ing. . 

2) After that he put his 
hands again upon his eyes, 
and made him look up; arid 
he was restored, and saw 
every man clearly. 
26 And he sent him away 
to his house, saying, Neither 
go into the town, nor tell it 
to any in the town. 

27 Y And Jesus went out, 
and his disciples, into the 
towns of Cesarea Philippi ; 
and by the way he asked his 
disciples, saying unto them, 
Whom do men say that I 
am? 

28 And they answered, John 
the Baptist: but some say, 
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Elias ; and others, One of the 
prophets. 

29 And he saith unto them, 
But whom say ye that I am? 
And Peter answereth and 
saith unto him, Thou art the 
Christ, 

30 And he charged them 
that they should tell no man 
of him. 

31 And he began to teach 
them, that the Son of man 
must suffer many things, and 
be rejected of the -elders, 
and of the chief priests, and 
scribes, and be killed, and 
after three days rise again. 

32 And he spake that saying 
openly. And Peter began to 
rebuke him. 

33 But when Christ had 
turned about and looked on 
his disciples, he rebuked 
Peter. 

34 Y And when he had call- 
ed the people unto him with 
his disciples also, he said unto 
them, Whosoever will come 
after me, let him deny himself, 
and take up his cross, and 
follow me. 

35 For what shall it profit 
a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his life 
by it? 

80 Or what shall a man give 
in exchange for his life? 

37 Whosoever therefore 
shall be. ashamed of me and 
of my words, in this adul- 
terous and sinful generation, 
of him also shall the Son 
of man be ashamed, when 
he cometh in the glory of 
his Father with the holy an- 
gels. 
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CHAPTER IX. 
The transfiguration of Christ — He 
casteth out a dumb and deaf spirit. 
ND after six days Jesus 
taketh with him Peter, and 
James, and John, and leadeth 
them up into a high mountain 

apart by themselves : 

2 And he was transfigured 
before them. 

3 And his raiment became 
shining, exceeding white as 
snow; so as no fuller on earth 
can white them. 

4 And there appeared anto 
them Elias with Moses: and 
they were talking with Jesus. 

§ And there was a cloud 
that overshadowed them: and 
a voice came out of the cloud, 
saying, 

6 This is my beloved Son: 
hear him. 

7 And suddenly, when they 
had looked round about, they 
saw nO Man any more, save 
Jesus only with themselves. 

8 And as they came down 
from the mountain, he charged 
them that they should tell no 
man what things they had 
seen, till the Son of man were 
risen from the dead. 

9 And they kept that say- 
ing with themselves, question- 
ing one with another what 
the rising from the dead should 
mean. 

10 F And they asked him, 
saying, Why say the scribes 
that Elias must first come ? 

11 And he answered and 
told them, Elias verily cometh 
first ; 

12 And how it is written 
of the Son of man, that he 


must suffer many things, and 
be set at naught. 

13 But I say unto you, that 
Elias 1s indeed come, and they 
have done unto him whatso- 
ever they listed, as it is writ- 
ten of him. 

14 { And when he came to 
his disciples, he saw a great 
multitude about them, and the 
scribes questioning with them. 

15 And straightway all the 
people, when they beheld him, 
were greatly amazed, and ran- 
ning to him saluted him. 

16 And he asked the scribes, 
What question yc with them? 

17 And one of the multitude 
answered: and said, Master, 
I have brought unto thee my 
son, which hath a dumb spirit ; 

18 And wheresoever he tak- 
cth him, he teareth him ; and 
he foameth and gnasheth with 
his teeth, and pineth away : 
and I spake to thy disciples 
that they should cast him out, 
and they could not. 

19 He answereth them, and 
saith, O faithless generation, 
hew long shall I be with you ? 
how long shall I suffer you ? 
bring him unto me? 

20 And they brought him un- 
toJesus:and when he saw him 
straightway the spirit tare 
him, and he fell on the ground, 
and wallowed foaming. 

21 Jesus are his father, 
How long is it ago since this 
came unto him? And he said, 
Of a child. 

22 And ofttimes it hath cast 
him into the fire, and into the 
waters, to destroy him : but if 
thou canst do anything, have 


compassion on us and help 


us. 

23 Jesus said unto him, If 
thou canst believe, it is pos- 
sible. 

24 And straightway the fa- 
ther of the child cried out, 
and said with tears, Lord, I 
ee ; help thou mine unbe- 
ief, 

25 When Jesus saw that the 
pope came running together, 

e rebuked the evil spirit, say- 
ing unto him, Thou dumb and 
deaf spirit, I charge thee, come 
out of him and enter no more 
into him. 

26 And the spirit cried, and 
rent him sore, and came out of 
him: and he was as one dead; 
insomuch that many said, He 
is dead. 

27 But Jesus took him by the 
hand, and lifted him up; and 
he arose. 

28 And when he was come 
into the house, his disciples 
asked Jesus privately, Why 
could we not cast him out? 

29 And he said unto them, 
This kina can come forth by 
nothing, but by prayer and 
fasting. 

30 ¥ And they departed 
thence, and passed through 
Galilee; and he would not 
that any man should know it. 

31 For he taught his disci- 
ples, and said unto them, 1 he 
Son of man is delivered into 
the hands of men, and they 
shall kill him; and after that 
he is killed, the spirit shall 
come forth from the body in 
the resurrection state. 

32 But they understood not 
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that saying, and were afraid 
to ask him. | 

33 Ἵ Aud he came to Caper- 
naum: and being in the house 
he asked them, What was it 
that ye disputed among your- 
selves by the way ? 

34 But they held their peace : 
for by the way they had dis- 
puted among themselves, who 
should be the greatest. 

35 And he sat down, and 
called the twelve, and said 
unto them, If any man desire 
to be the first, the same shall

89 But Jesus said, Forbid 
him not: for there is no man 
who shall cast out evil spirits 
in my name, that can lightly 
speak evil of me. 

40 For he that is not against 
us is on our part. 

41 For whosoever shall give 
you a cup of water to drink in 
my name, because ye belong to 
Christ, verily I say unto you, 
he shall not lose his reward. 

82 And whosoever shall of- 
fend one of these little ones 
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lawful for ἃ man to put away 
his wife? tempting him. 

8 And le answered and said 
unto them, What did- Moses 
command you ? 

4 And they said, Moses suf- 
fered to write a billof divorce 
ment, and to put her away. 

5 And Jesus answered and 
said unto them, For the hard- 
ness of your heart he wrote 
you this precept. 

ὁ But from the beginning of 
the creation God made them 
male and female. 

7 For this cause shall a man 
leave his father and mother, 
and cleave to his wife ; 

8 And they twain shall be 
as one flesh: so then they are 
no more twain, but as one 
flesh. 

9 What therefore God hath 
joined together, let no man 
put asunder. 

10 4 And they broughtyoun 
children to him, that he soul 
touch them, and his disciples 
rebuked those that brought 
them. 
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11 But when Jesus saw it, 
he was much displeased, and 
said unto them. Suffer the lit- 
tle children to come unto me, 


and forbid them not; for of 


such is the kingdom of heaven. 
12 And he took them up in 


his arms, put his hands upon 


them, and blessed them.

23 It is easier for a camel 
to go through the needle’s eye, 
than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. 

24 And they were astonished 
out of measure, saying among 
themselves, Who then can be 
saved ? 

25 Y Then Peter began to 
say onto him, Uo, we have left 
all, and have followed thee. 

26 And Jesus answered and 
said, Verily I say unto you, 
there is no man that hath left. 
house, or brethren, or sisters, 
or father, or mother, or wife, 
or children, or lands, for my 
sake, and the gospel’s, 

27 But he shall receive a 
hundredfold now in this time, 
honses, and brethren, and sis- 
ters, and mothers, and child- 
ren, and lands, with persecu- 
tions ; 

28 And in the world to come 
a greater blessing.

33 And to love him with all 
the spirit, and with all the un- 
derstanding, and with all the 
soul, and with all the strength, 
and to love his neighbour as 
himself, is more than all whole 
burnt offerings and sacrifices. 

$4 And when Jesus saw that 
he answered discreetly, he said 
unto him, Thou art not far 
from the kingdom of God. 
And no man after that durst 
ask him any question. 

35 { And he said unto them 
in his doctrine, Beware of the 
seribes, which love to go in 
long clothing, and love saluta- 
tions in the market-places, 

36 And the chief seats in the 
synagogues, and the upper- 
most rooms at feasts : 

37 Who devour widows’ 
houses, and for a prctence 
make long prayers: these shall 
receive greater condemnation. 

38 J And Jesus sat over 
against the treasury, and be- 
held how the people cast mo- 
ney into the treasury: and 
many that were rich cast in 
much. 

39 And there camea certain 
poor widow, and she threw in 
two mites, which make a far- 
thing. 

40 And he called unto him 
his disciples, and saith unto 
them, Verily 1 say unto you, 
That this poor widow hath 
cast more,in proportion to 
her means, than all they which 
have cast into the treasury : 

41 For all they did cast in

8 For nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom: and there shall be 
earthquakes in divers places, 
and there shall be famines aud 
troubles ; these are the begin- 
nings of sorrows, 

9 { But take heed to your- 
selves ; for they shall deliver 


you up to councils ; and in the 
synagogues ye shall be beaten :

sake. 

10 But when they shall lead 
you, and deliver you up, take 
no thought beforehand what 
ye shall speak, neither do ye 
premeditate :

37 And she, conllng in that 
instant, gave thanks likewise

7 And in the same house 
remain, eating and drinking 
such things as they give: for 
the labourer is worthy of his 
hire. Go not from house to 
house. 

8 And into whatsoever city 
yc enter, and they receive you, 

9 Heal the sick that are 
therein, and say unto them, 
The King of heaven is nigh 
unto you. 

10 But into whatsoever city 
ye enter, and they reccive you 
not, ΡῸ your way. 

11 ButI say unto you, that it 
shall be more tolerable in that 
day for Sudom, than for that 
city. 

12 Woc unto thee, Chorazin! 
woe unto thee, Bethsaida ! 

13 For if the mighty works 
had been done in Tyre and 
Sidon, which have been done 
in you, they had a great while 
ago repented. 

14 But it shall be more tole- 
rable for Tyre and Sidon than 
for you 

15 And thou, Capernaum, 
which art so exhalted shall be 
brought low. 

16 He that hearcth you hear- 
etl me ; and he that despiseth 
you despiseth me ; and he that 
despiseth me despiseth him 
that sent me. 


17 § And the seventy return- 
edagain with joy, saying, Lord, 
even the evil spirits are sub- 
ject unto us through thy name.

38 But a certain Samaritan, 
as he journeyed, came where 
he was; and when he saw 
him, he had compassion ou 
him,

bound up his wounds, pouring 
in oil and wine, and set him 
on his own beast, and brought 
him to an inn, and took care 
of him. 

385 And on the morrow when 
he departed, he took out some 
money, and gave it to the 
host, and said unto him, Take 
care of him: and whatsoever 
thou spendest more, when 1 
come again, I will repay thee. 

80 Which now of these three, 
thinkest thou, was neighbour 
unto him that fell among the 
thieves? 

387 And he said, He that shew- 
ed mercy on hin.

8 Tsay unto: you, Though 
he will not rise and give him, 
because he is his friend, yet 
because of his importunity he 
will rise and give him as many 
as he necdeth. 

9 And I say unto you, Ask, 
and it shall be given you; 
seck and ye shall find ; knock, 
and it shall be opened unto 


ou. 
“10 For he that asketh re- 
ceiveth ; and he that seeketh 
findeth; and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened. 

11 If ἃ son shall ask bread 
of any of you that is a father, 
will he give him a stone? or 
if he ask a fish, will he for a 
fish give him a serpent? 

12 Or if he shall ask an egg, 
will he offer him a scorpiou ? 

13 If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts 
unto your children ; how much 
more shall your heavenly fa- 
ther give the Holy Spirit to 
them that ask him ? 

14 1 And he was casting 
out an evil spirit, and it was 
dumb. And it came to pass, 
when the spirit was gone out, 
the dumb spake; and the peo- 
ple wondered.* 

15 And some tempting him, 
sought of him a sign from 
heaven. 

© Jesns said that the evil spirit had 
control of the maa, and yet could not 
speak through him; that is the rea- 


son why he could speak when the evil 
spirit left him. 
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16 But he, knowing their 
thoughts, said unto them, Ev- 
ery kingdom diyided against 
itself is brought to desola- 
tion ; 

17 And a family divided 
against itself is broken up. 

18 When ἃ strong man 
armed keepeth his palace, his 
goods are in peace : 

19 But when a _ stronger 
than he shall come upon him, 
and overcome him, he taketh 
from him all his armour 
wherein he trusted, and divid- 
eth his spoils. 

20 He that is rot with me is 
against me; and he that 
gathereth not with me scat- 
tereth. 

21 When the evil spirit is 
driven out of a man, he is 
not satished, and seeks again 
to return unto the house from 
whence he came out. 

22 Y And when the people 
were gathered thick together, 
he began to say, This is an 
evil generation ; they seek a 
sign; and there shall -no 
sign be given it, but thesign 
of Jonas-the prophet. 

23 For as Jonas was a sign 
unto the Ninevites, so shall 
also the Son of man be to 
this generation. 

24 The queen of the south 
shall rise up with the men of 
this generation, and condemn 
them ; for she came from the 
utmost parts of the earth to 
hear the wisdom of Solomon, 
and, behold, a greater than 
Solomon is here. 

25 The men of Nineveh 
shall rise up with this gene 
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ration, and shall condemn 
it: for they repented at the 
preaching of Jonas; and, be- 
hold, a greater than Jonas is 
here. | 

26 No man ought, when he 
hath lighted a candle, put it 
in a secret place, neither un- 
der a bushel, but on a candle- 
stick, that they who come in 
may see the light, 

27 The light of the body is 
the eye ; therefore when thine 
eye is good it will direct thy 
body right; but when thine 
eye is evil, thy body will be 
directed wrong. 

28 Take heed therefore, 
that the light which is in thee 
be not darkness. 

29 If thy whole body there- 
fore be directed right, thou 
wilt keep from evil. 

30 7 And as he spake, a cer- 
tain Pharisee besought him to 
dine with him ; and he went 
in and sat down to meat. 

$1 And when the Pharisee 
saw it, he asked why that he 
hed not first washed before 
dinner. 


CHAPTER XII. 

Christ preacheth to his disciples -The 
parable of the rich man who built 
greater barns. 

AX D when they bring you 

noto the synagogues, and 
unto magistrates, and powers, 
take ye no thought how or 
what thing ye shall answer, or 
what ye shall say: 

2 For the Holy Spirit shall 
teach you in the same hour 
what ye ought to say. 

3 J And one of the company 
said unto him, Master, speak 
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to my brother, that he divide 
the inheritance with me. 

4 And he said unto him, 
Man, who made me a judge or 
a divider over you? 

§ And he said unto them, 
Take heed, and beware of co- 
vetousness : for a man’s en- 
joyment consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which 
he possesseth. 

6 And he spake a parable 
unto them, saying, The ground 
of a certain rich man brought 
forth plentifully : 

1 And he thonght within 
himself, saying, What shall 1 
do, because I have no room 
where to bestow my fruits ? 

8 And he said, This will 1 
do: 1 will pull down my 
barns, and build greater ; and 
there will [ bestow all my 
fruits and my goods. 

9 And I wiil say to my soul, 
Soul, thon hast much goods 
laid up for many years ; take 
thine ease, eat, drink, and be 
merry. 

10 But God said unto him, 
Thou fool, this night thy spirit 
shall leave thy body: then 


whose shall those tings be, 


which thou hast provided ? 

11 So is he that layeth up 
treasure for himself, and is not 
rich toward God. 


CUAPTER XIII. 
Christ preacheth repentance —The 
fruitless fig-tree may not stand. 


ESUS spake 2 parable to 

them: A certain man 
had ἃ fig tree planted in his 
vineyard ; and he came and 
sought fruit thereon and found 
none. 
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eee. 


2 Then said he unto the 
dresser of his vineyard, Be. 
hold, these three years I come. 
seeking fruit on this fig tree, 
and find none ; cut it down ;_ 
why cumbercth it the ground ri 

3 And he answering, said 
unto him, Lord, Ict it alone 
this year also, till I shall dig 
about it, and dung it: 

4 And if it bear fruit, well : 
and if not, then after that 
thou shalt cut it down. | 

δ And he was teaching in 
one of the synagogues on the 
sabbath. 

6 And behold there was a wo- 
man who had a spirit of infir- 
mity eighteen years, and was 
bowed together, and could in 
no wise lift up herself. 

7 And when Jesus saw her, 
he called her to him, and 
gaid unto her, Woman, thou 
art loosed from thine infir- 
mity. 

8 And he laid his hand on 
her, and immediately she was 
made straight, and glorified 
God. 

9 And tho ruler of the syn- 
agogue answered with indig- 
nition, because that Jesus had 
healed on the sabbath day, 
and said unto the people, 
There are six days in which 
men ought to work: in 
them, therefore, come and he 
healed, and not on the sab- 
bath day. ‘ 

10 The Lord then answered 
him, and said, Thou hypocrite, 
doth not cach one of you on 
the sabbath loose his ox or 
his colt from the stall, and 
lead him away to watering ? 


11 And ought not this wo- 
man who hath been bound, lo, 
those eightcen years, be loosed 
from her infirmities on the 
sabbath day? . 

12 And when he had said 
these things, his adversaries 
were ashamed; and many 
people rejoiced for all the 
glorious things that were 
done by him. 

13 7 Then said he, Unto 
what is the kingdom of heaven 
like? and whereunto shall I 
resomble it ? 

14 It is like a grain of mus- 
tard seed, which a man took, 
and cast into his garden; and 
it grew, and waxed a great 
plant; and the fowls of the 
air lodged in the branches of 
it. 

15 And again he said, 
Wherecunto shall I liken the 
kingdom of God? 

16 It is like leaven, which a 
woman took and hid in three 
measures of incal, till the 
whole was leavened. _ 

11 And he went through the 
cities and villages, teaching 
and journeying toward Jeru- 
salem. 

CHAPTER XIV. 
Christ heaicth sc dropay on the sab- 
ath. 


Αἴ Ὦ it came to pass, as he 
went into the house of 
one of the ehief Pharisecs, to 
eat bread on the sabbath day, 
that they watched him. 

2 And, behold, there was a 
certain man before him who 
had the drapsy. 

3 And Jesus answering. 
spake unto on lawyers and 
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Pharisees, saying, is it lawful 


to heal on the sabbath day ? 

4 And tneyheld their peace. 
And he took him, and healed 
him, and let him go ; 

5 And answered them, say- 
ing, Which of you shall have 
a colt or an ox fallen into a 
pit, and will not straightway 
pull him out on the sabbath 
day? 

6 And they could not an- 
swer him again to these 
things. 

CHAPTER XV. 


Christ teacheth to avoid occasions of 
offe ice —He healeth ten lepers. 


HEN said he nnto the dis- 
ciples, It is impossible but 
that offences will come: but 
woe unto him, through whom 
they come! 

2 It were better for him that 
a millstone were hanged about 
his neck, and he cast into the 
sea, than that he should offend 
one of these little ones. . 

3 { Tukcheed to yourselves: 
If thy brother trespass against 
thee, rebuke him; and if he 
repent, love him. 

4 And if he trespass against 
thee seven times in a day, 
and seven times in a day turn 
again to thee, saying, [ repent ; 
thou shouldst love him. 

5 And the apostles said unto 
the Lord, Increase our faith. 

6 And the Lord said, Which 
of you, haying a servant 
ploughing or feeding cattle, 
will say unto him, by and by, 
when he he is come from the 
ficld, go and sit down to meat? 

7 And will not rather say 
unto hivn, ἘΠΕ ready where- 
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with I may sup, and gird thy- 
self, and serve me, till I have 
eaten and drunken ; 

8 And afterward thou shalt 
eat and drink ? 

9 Doth he thank that servant 
because he did the things that 
were commanded him ? surely 
not. 

10 So likewise yc, when ye 
shall have done all those 
things which are commanded 
yon, say, We are unprofitable 
servants : we have done that 
which was our duty to do. 

11 7 And it came to pass, 
ag he went to Jerusalem, that 
he passed through the midst 
of Samaria and Galilee. 

12 Ana as he entered into a 
certain village, there met him 
ten men that were lepers, 
who stood afar off : 

13 And they lifted up their 
voices, and said, Jesus, Master, 
have mercy on us. 

14 And when he saw them 
he said unto them, Go show 
yourselves unto the priests. 
Aud it came to pass, that, 
a3 they went, they were clean- 
sed. 

15 And one of them, when 
he saw that he was healed, 
turned back, and with a loud 
voice glorificd God, . 

16 And fell down on his face 
at his fect, giving him thanks: 
and he was a Samaritan. 

17 And Jesus answering said, 
Were there not ten cleansed ? 
but where are the nine ? 

18 There are none returned 
to give glory to God, save 
this stranger. 

19 And he said unto him, 
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Arise, go thy way : thy faith 
hath made thee whole. 

20 For as the lightning, that 
lighteneth out of the one part 
under heaven, shincth unto 
the other part under heaven, 
so also shall the gospel of the 
Son of man be. 

21 But first must he suffer 
many things, and be rejected 
of this generation.

8 1 tell you that he will 
avenge them speedily. 

9 And he spake this para- 
ble unto certain who trusted 
in themselves that they were 


righteous, and despised others: 

10 Two men went up into 
the temple to pray; the one 
a Pharisee, and the other a 
publican. 

11 The Pharisee stood and 
prayed thus with himself, 
God, I thank thee that I am 
not as other men are, extor- 
tioners, unjust, adulterers, or 
even as this publican. 

12 I fast twice in the week, 
I give tithes of all that I pos- 
Sess. 

13 And the publican stand- 
ing afar off, would not lift up 
so muchas his eyes unto heav- 
en, but smote upon his breast, 
saying, God be merciful to © 
me 8 sinner! 

14 I tell you-this man went 
down to his house justified 
rather than the other. 

15 And they brought’ unto 
him also infants, that he would 
touch them : but when: his dis- 
ciples saw it, they rebuked 
them. | 

16 Bunt Jesus called them 
unto him, and said, Suffer lit- 
tle children to come unto me, 
and forbid them not: for of 
such is the kingdom of heaven. 
11 Verily I say unto you, 
Whosoever shall not receive 
the kingdom of heaven asa 
little child, shall in nowise 
enter therein. 

18 And a certain ruler ask- 
ed him, saying, Good Master, 
what shall I do to inherit an 
eternal blessing ? 

19 And Jesus said unto him, 
Why callest thou me good ? 
there is none good, save one, 
that is, God.

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20 Thou knowest the com-| wife, or children, for the king-

21 And he said, All the 
have I kept from my youth up.

26 And shall lay thee even 
with the ground, and thy 
children within thee; and 
they shall not leave in thee 
oue stone upon another ; be- 
cause thou knewest not the 
time of thy visitation.

9 Then began Jesus to 
speak a parable, thus : A cer- 


‘tain man planted a vineyard, 


and let it forth to husband- 
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men, and went into a far 
country for a long time. 

10 And at the season of ripe 
fruits, he sent a servant to 
the husbandmen, that they 
should give him of the fruit 
of the vineyard ; but the hus- 
bandmen beat him and sent 
him away empty. 

11 And again he sent ano- 
ther servant: and they beat 
him also,and entreated him 
shamefully, and sent him 
away empty. 

12 And again he sent a 
third: and they wounded 
him also, and cast him out. 

13 Then said the lord of the 
vineyard, what shall Ido? I 
will send my beloved son: it 
may be they will reverence 
hin when they sec him. 

14 But when the husband- 
men saw him, they reasoned 
among themselves, saying, 
This is the heir : come, let us 
kill him, that the mmheritance 
iInay be ours.

19 7 And the chief priests, 
and the scribes, the same hour, 
sought to lay hands on him ;

And 
when they heard it, they said, 
God forbid. 

17 And he beheld them, and 
said, What is this, then, that 
is written: The stone which 
the builders rejected, the same 
is become the head of the cor- 
ner. 

18 Whosoever falleth upon 
that stone will be broken ; 
but on whomsoever it shall 


24 Shew mea penny. Whose 
image and superscription hath 
it? They auswered, and suid, 
Cesar’s. 

25 And he said unto them: 
Render therefore unto Cesar 
the things which are Cesar’s, 
and unto God the things 
which are God’s. 

26 And they could not take 
hold of his words before the 
people: and they marvelled 
at his answer, and held their 
peace. 

21 J Then came to him cer- 
tain of the Sadducees, who 
deny that there is any resur- 
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rection; and they asked him, 

28 Saying, Master, Moses 
wrote unto us: If any man’s 
brother die, having a wife, 
and he die without children, 
that his brother should take 
his wife, and raise up seed 
unto his brother. 

29 There were therefore 
seven brethren: and the first 
took a wife, and died withont 
children. 

. 80 And the second took her 
to wife, and he died childless. 

81 And the third took her ; 
and in like manner the seven 
also; and they left no chil- 
dren, and died. | 

32 Last of all, the. woman 
died also. 

33 Therefore in the resur- 
rection whose wife of them is 
she? for seven had her to 
wife. 

34 And Jesus saith unto 
them, Ye do err because ye 
know not the spirit neither 
the power of God 

35 In the spirit life they are 
united only by congeniality. 

36 Neither can they die any 
more: for they are angels ; 
now that the spirits of the 
dead are raised. 

37 Even as Moses shewed at 
the bush, when he calleth the 
Lord the God of Abraham, 
and the God of Isaac, and 
the God of Jacob. 

88 { Then certain of the 
Scribes answering said, Mas- 
ter, thou hast well said. 

39 4 Then in the audience 
of all the people he said unto 
his disciples, 

40 Beware of the scribes, 
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who desire to walk in long 
robes, and love greetings 
in the markets, and the high- 
est seats in the synagogues, 
and the chief rooms at feasts. 

41 Who devour widows’ 
houses, and for a shew make 
long prayers: the same shall 
receive greater condemnation. 


CHAPTER XIX, 
Christ commendeth the poor widow— 

He foretelieth the desiruction of the 
. temple, and of Jerusalem. 

ND he looked up, and saw 
the rich men casting their 
gifts into the treasury. 

2 And he saw also a certain 
poor widow casting in thither 
two mites. 

3 And he said, Of a truth I 
say unto you, that this poor 
widow hath cast in more in 
proportion to her means than 
any of them. 

4 For all these have of their 
abundance cast in unto the 
offerings of God; but she of 
her penury hath cast in all the 
living that she had. 

5 { And as some spake of 
the temple, how it was adorn- 
ed with goodly stones and 
gifts, he said, 

6 As for these things which 

Ὁ behold, the days will come; 
in the which there shall not 
be left one stone upon an- 
other, that shall not be thrown 
down. 

7 And they asked him, say- 
ing, Master, but when shall 
these things be? and what 
sign will there be when these 
things come to pass? 

8 And he said, Take heed 
that ye be not deccived. 
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9 When ye hear of wars and 
commotions, be not terrified : 
for these things must first 
come to pass.

20 Pilate therefore, willing 
to release Jesus, spake again 
to them.

I have found 
no cause of death in him: 1 
will therefore chastise him, 
and let him go. 

23 And they were instant 
with loud voices, requiring 
that he might be crucifed : 
and the voices of them and of 
the chicf priests prevailed. 

24 And Pilate gave sentence 
that it should be as they re-

36 J And one of the crim- 
inals who were hanged rail- 
ed on him, saying, If thou be 
Christ, save thyself and us. 

37 But the other answering 
rebuked him, saying, Dost not 
thou fear God, seeing thou art 
in the same condemnation ? 

38 And he said unto Jesus, 
Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom. 

39 And Jesus said unto him, 
Verily I say unto thee, To day 
thou shalt be with me in para- 
dise.

45 Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Because I said unto 
thee, 1 saw thee under the 
fig-tree, believest thou? thou 
shalt see greater things than 
these. 

46 And he saith unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Hereafter ye shall see heaven 
open, and the angels of God 
descending upon the Son of 
man.

“δ᾽ His mother saith unto the 
servants, Whatsoever he saith 
unto you do it. 

6 And there were set there 
six waterpots of stone, after 
the manner of the purifying of 
the Jews, containing two.or 
three firkins apiece. 

7 Jesus saith unto them, Fill 
the waterpots with water. 
And they filled them up to the 
brim. 

8 And he saith unto them, 
Draw ont now and bear unto 
the governor of the feast. 
And they bare it. 

9 When the ruler of the feast 
had tasted the water that was 
inade wine, and knew not 
whence it was, (but the ser- 
vants who drew the water 
knew,) the governor of the 
feast called the bridegroom, 

10 And suith unto him, Eve- 
ry man at the begining doth 
set forth good wine ; and when 
men have well drunk, then 
that which is worse; but thou 
hast kept the good wine until 
now.

§ Jesus answered, Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee, except 
aman be born of the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the king- 
dom of heaven. 

6 That which is born of the 
flesh is flesh ; and that which 
is born of the Spirit is spirit. 

7 Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, Ye must be born again. 

8 The wind uloweth where 
it listeth, and thou hearest the 
sound thereof, but canst not 
tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it gocth: so is every 
one that is born of the Spirit. 

9 Nicodemus answered and 
said unto him, How can these 
things be ? | 

10 Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Art thou a master of 
Isracl, and knowest not these 
things ? 

11 Verily, verily, [say unto 
thee, we speak that we do 
know, and testify that we 
have seen ; and ye receive not 
our witness. 

12 If I have told you carth- 


ly things, and ye believe not, ' 


* From the 3d verse to the 12th. of 
the 3d chapter of John Christ says, 
That be was speaking of what we call 
deuth.which is being born of the spirit, 
he does not say that we may be born 
again, but we must be born again. 
Being born of the spirit means to come 
forth frou the body (what we call 
death). 
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13 For God sent not Jesns 
into the world to condemn 
the world; but that the world 
thro’ his word might be saved. 

144 He that believeth on 
him is not condemned : but he 
that believeth not, is con- 
demned already, because he 
hath not believed in him. 

15 And this.is the condem- 
nation, that light is come into 
the world, and men loved 
darkness rather than light, 
because their deeds were cvil.

2 (Though Jesus himself bap- 
tized not, but his disciples,) 

3 He left Judea, and depart- 
ed again into Hi 


him, Sir, thou hast nothing to 
draw with, and the well is 
deep : from whence then hast 
thou that living water ? 

12 Art thou greater than our 
father Jacob, who gave us the 
well, and drank thereof him- 
self, and his children, and his 
cattle ? 

13 Jesus answered and said 
unto her, Whosoever drinketh 


‘of this water shall thirst 


again : 

14 But whosoever drinketh 
of the water that I shall give 
him shall never thirst ; but the 
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waier tiat I shall give him 
shalibe in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting 
peace. The water thatI will 
give you is the spirit of truth 
and righteousness, which shall 
spring up into everlasting joy. 

15 The woman saith unto 
him, Sir, give me this water, 
that I thirst not, neither come 
hither to draw. 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Go, 
call thy husband, and come 
hither. 

1 The woman answered 
and said, 1 have no husband. 
Jesus said unto her, Thou hast 
well said, I have no husband: 

18 For thou hast had five 
husbands ; and he whom thou 
now hast 1 is not thy husband : 
in that saidst thou truly. 

19 The woman saith unto 
him, Sir, I perceive that thou 
arta prophet. 

20 Our fathers worshipped 
in this mountain ; and ye say, 
that in Jerusalem is the place 
where men ought to worship. 


21 Jesus saith unto her, Wo-. 


man, belicve me, the hour 
cometh, when ye shall neither 
in this mountain nor yet at 
Jerusalem worship the Father. 

22 Ye worship ye know not 
what: we know what we wor- 
ship: for salvation is of the 
Jews. 

23 But the hour cometh, and 
now is, when the true wor- 
shippers shall worship the Fa- 
ther in spirit and in truth; 
for the Father seeketh such to 
worship him. 

24 God is a Spirit ; and they 
that worship him must wor- 


ship him in spirit and in truth. 

25 The woman saith unto 
him, I know that Messias com- 
eth, who is called Christ: 
when he is come, he will tell 
us all things. 

26 Jesus saith unto her, 1 
that speak unto thee am he. 

27 The woman then left her 
waterpot, and went her way 
into the city, and saith to the 
people, 

28 Come, see a man who 
told me all things that ever I 
did : is not this the Christ ? 

29 Then they went out of 
the city, and came unto him. 

30 4 In the mean while his 
disciples prayed him, saying, 
Master, eat. 

31 But he said unto them, I 
have meat to eat that ye know 
not of. 

32 My meat is to do the will 
of him that sent me, and to 
finish his work. 

33 Say not ye, there are yet 
four months, and then cometh 
harvest ? behold, I say onto 
you, 

34 Lift up your eyes, and 
look on the fields; for they 
are white already to harvest. 

35 And he that reapeth re 
ceiveth wages, and gathereth 
fruit for life eternal : 

386 That both he that sow- 
eth and he that reapeth may 
rejoice together. 

37 I sent you to reap that 
whereon ye bestowed no la- 
bour : 

88 Other men laboured, and 

e are entered into their la- 

ours. 

39 7 And etl of the Samar- 
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itans of that city believed on 


him for the saying of the wo- 


man, who testified, he told 


her all that ever she did. 

40 So when the Samaritans 
were come unto him, they be- 
rought him that he would tar- 
ry with them: and he abode 
there two days. 


41 And many more believed 


because of his own word : 

42 And said unto the wo- 
man, Now we believe, not be- 
cause Of thy saying: for we 
have heard him ourselves, and 
know that this is indeed the 
Christ, the Saviour of the 
world. 

43 1 Now after two days he 
departed thence, and went in- 
to Galilee. 

44 For Jesus himself testi- 
fied that a prophet hath no 
honour in his own country. 

45 Then when he was came 
into Galilee, the Galileans re- 
ceived him, having seen the 
things that he did at Jerusa- 
lem at the feast: for they 
also went unto the feast. 

46 So Jesus came again into 
Cana, of Galilee, where he 
made the water-wine. And 
there was a certain nobleman, 
whose son was sick at Caper- 
naum. 

47 When he heard that Je- 
sus ,was come out of Judea 
into Galilee, he went unto 


him, and besouglit him that he | PO 


wouid come down, and heal 
his son: for he was at the 
point of death. 

48 Then said Jesus unto him, 
Except ye see signs and won- 
ders, ye will nut believe. 
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49 The nobleman saith anto 
him, Sir, come down ere my 
child die. 

50 Jesus saith unto him, Go 
thy way: thy son liveth. 
And the man believed the 
word that Jesus had spoken 
nnto him, and he went his 
way. 

51 And as he was going 
down, his servants met him, 
and told him, saying, Thy son 
liveth. 

52 Then inquired he of them 
the honr when he began to 
amend. And they said unto 
him, Yesterday at the seventh 
hour the fever left him. 

53 So the father knew that 
it was at the same hour, in 
which Jesus said unto him, 
Thy son liveth: and him- 
self believed, and his whole 
house. 

54 This is the second won- 
der that Jesus performed, 
when he was come out of Ju- 
dea into Galilee, 

CHAPTER V. 

2 Pool of Bethesda—8 Jesus healed 
on the sabbath—-28 John was a 
burning and a sbining light, 

FTER this there was a 
feast of the Jews; and 

Jesus went up to Jerusalem. 
2 Now there is at Jerusalem 

by the sheep market a ponl, 

which is called in the Hebrew 
tongue Bethesda, having five 
rches. 

3 In these lay a great mul- 
titude of impotent folk, of 
blind, halt, withered, waiting 
for the moving of the water. 

4 For an angel went down 
at a certain season into the 
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pool, and whosoever then first} 15 The man departed, and

after the preparation of the 
water stepped in, was made 
whole of whatsoever disease 
he had. 

5 And a certain man was 
there, who had an infirmity 
thirty and cight years. 

6 When Jesus saw him lie, 
and knew that he had been 
now a long time diseased, he 
saith unto him, Wilt thou be 
made whole? 

7 The impotent man answer- 
ed, Sir, [ have no man, when 
the water is troubled, to put 
me into the pool: but while 
[ am coming another steppeth 
down before me. 

8 Jesus saith unto him, Rise, 
take up thy bed and walk. 

9. And nnmediately the man 
was made whole, and took up 
his bed, and walked: and on 
the same day was the sabbath. 

10 7 ‘Ihe Jews therefore 
said unto him that was cured, 
It is the sabbath day: itis 
not lawful for thee to carry 
thy bed. 

11 He answered them, He 
that made me whole, the same 
said unto me, Take up thy 
bed, and walk. 

12 Then asked they him, 
What man is that who said 
unto thee, take up thy bed, 
and walk ? 

13 And he that was healed 
knew not who it was that 
healed him. 

14 Afterward Jesus findeth 
him in the temple, and said 
unto him, Behold, thou art 
healed: sin no more lest a 
worse thing come unto thee. 


told the Jews that it was 
Jesus, who healed him. 

16 And therefvure did the Jews 
persecute Jesus, and sought to 
slay him, because he had done 
alee things on the sabbath 

ay. 

17 ¥ But Jusus answered 
them, My Father worketh hi- 
therto, and I work. 

18 Therefore the Jews sought 
the more to kill him because 
he not only had broken the 
sabbath, but said also that God 
was his Father. 

19 Then answered Jesus and 
said unto them, Verily, verily 
I say unto you, the Son can 
do nothing of himself, but what 
he seeth the Father do: for 
what things soever he doceth, 
these also doeth the Son like- 
Wise. 

20 For the Father loveth the - 
Son, and sheweth him things 
that himself doeth: and he 
will shew him greater things 
than these that ye may marvel. 

21 He that honoureth not 
the Son honoureth not the 
Father who hath sent him. 

22 Verily, verily, I say uuto 
you, he that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting peace, 

23 And shall not come into 
condemnation. 

24 I can of mine own self do 
nothing: as I hear, I judge: 
and my judgment is just; be 
cause ὦ seek not mine own 
will, but the will of my Fa- 
ther who hath sent me. 

25 If I bear witness of my- 
self, my witness is not true. 
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26 ¥ There is another that | ses, ye would have believed

know that the witness which 
he witnesseth of me is true. 

27 Ye sent unto John, and 
he bare witness unto the 
truth. 

28 He was a burning and a 
shining light: and ye were 
mane for a season to rejoice 
in his light. , 

29 1 But I have greater wit- 
ness than that of John : for the 
works which the Father hath 
given me tv finish, the same 
works that I do, bear witness 
of me, that the Father hath 
scent me. 

8) And the Father himself, 
who hath sent me, hath borne 
witness of me. Ye have nei- 
ther heard his voice at any 
tine, nor seen his shape. 

31 J Search the Scriptures: 
for in them ye think ye have 
eternal life : and they are they 
which testify of me. 

32 But 1 know you, that ye 
have not the love of God in 
you: but 1 receive honour 
from God. 

33 I ain come in my Father's 
name, and ye receive me not : 
if another shall come in his 
own name, him ye will re 
ceive. 

34 How can ye believe, who 
receive honour one of another, 
and seek not the honour that 
cometh from God? 

35. Do not think that I will 
accuse you to the Father : 
there is one that accuseth 
you, even Moses, in whom ye 
trust. 

86 For had ye believed Mo- 
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me: for he wrote of me. 

37 But if ye believe not his 
writings, how shall ye believe 
my words ? 


CHAPTER VI. 


10 Jesus feedeth the multitude—27 
Labour not wholly for that which 


perisheth. 
FTER these things Jesus 
went over the sea of Ga- 
lilee, which is the sea of Tibe- 
Trias. 
2 And a great multitude fol- 
lowed him, because they saw 
that he healed so many. 

3 And Jesus went up on to 
ἃ mountain, and there he sat 
with his disciples. 

4 And the passover, u feast 
of the Jews, was nigh. 

5 1 When Jesus then lifted 
up his eyes, and saw a great 
company come unto him, he 
saith unto Philip, Whence 
shall we buy bread, that these 
may eat? 

6 And this he said to prove 
him ; for he himself knew 
what he would do. 

1 Philip answered him, Two 
hundred pennyworth of bread 
is not sufficient for them, that 
every one of them may take a 
little. 

8 One of his disciples, An- 
drew, Simon Peter’s brother, 
saith unto him, 

9 There isa lad here, who 
hath five barley loaves, and 
two smal! fishes: but what 
are they among so many ? 

10 And Jesus said, Make the 
men sit down. Now there 
was much grass in the place. 
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So the men sat down, in num- 
ber about five hundred. 

11 And Jesus took the loaves; 
and when he had given thanks, 
he distributed to the disciples, 
and the disciples to them that 
were set down ; and likewise 
of the fishes as much as they 
would. 

12 When they were satisfied, 
he said unto his disciples, 
Gather up the fragments that 
remain, that nothing be lost. 

13 Therefore they gathered 
them together. 

14 Then those men, when 
they had scen what Jesus did, 
said, This is of a truth that 
Prophet that should come into 
the world. 

15 { When Jesus, therefore, 
perceived that they would 
come and take him by force, 
to make him a king, he de- 
parted again into a mountain 
himself alone. 

16 And when even was now 
come, his disciples went down 
unto the »ca, 

17 And entered into a boat 
and went over the sea toward 
Capernaum. And it was now 
dark, and Jesus was not come 
to them. 

18 And the sca arose by rea- 
son of a great wind that blew. 

19 So when they had rowed 
about five-and-twenty or thirty 
furlongs, they saw Jesus walk- 
ing on the sex, and drawing 
nigh unto the boat: and they 
were afraid. 

20 But he saith unto them, 
It is I; be not afraid. 

21 Then they willingly re- 
ceived him into the boat, and 


immediately the boat was at 
the land whither they went. 

22 Ἵ The day following, when 
the people who stood on the 
other side of the sea saw that 
there was no other boat there 
save that one whereinto his 
disciples were entered, and 
that Jesus went not with his 
disciples into the boat, but 
that his disciples were gone 
away alone; 

23 Howbeit there came oth- 
er boats from Tiberias nigh 
unto the place where they did 
eat bread, after that the Lord 
had given thanks: : 

24 When the people, there- 
fore, saw that Jesus was not 
there, neither his disciples, 
they also took boats and came 
to Capernaum, seeking for 
Jesus. 

25 And when they had found 
him on the other side of the 
sea, they said unto him, Rabbi, 
when camest thou hither ? 

26 Jesus answered them and 
said, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, Ye seek me because ‘ye 
did eat of the loaves and were 
satisfied. 

27 labour not wholly for 
the meat which perisheth, but 
also for that which ye need in 
the spirit life. 

28 Then said they unto him, 
What shall we do, that we 
might work the works of 
God ? 

29 Jesus answered and said 
onto them, This is the work 
of God, that ye believe on 
him whom he hath sent.

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then, that we may see and be- 
lieve thee? what dost thou 
work ? 

31 This is the will of him 
that sent me, that every one 
who seeth the Son, and be- 
lieveth on him, may be blest in 
the future life : 

32 And they said, Is not this 
Jesus, the son of Joseph, whose 
father and mother we know? 
how is it then that he saith, I 
came from God? 

33 Jesus therefore answered 
and said unto them, Murmur 
not among yourselves. 

34 No man can come to me, 
except the Father who hath 
sent me draw him : 

35 It is written in the pro- 
phets, And they shall be all 
taught of God. Every man 
therefore that hath heard, and 
hath learned of the Father, 
cometh unto me, 

36 Not that any man hath 
seen the Father. 

37 Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, he that believeth on me 
shall have the blessing of 
God! 

38 It is the spirit that quick- 
eneth; the flesh profiteth no- 
thing ; the words that I speak 
unto you, they are spirit, and 
they are the light of life. 

39 But there are some of you 
that believe not. For Jesus 
knew who would betray him. 

4() And he said, Therefore 
said I unto you, that no man 
can come unto me, except it 
were given unto him of my 
Father. 

41 ¢ From that -time many 


walked no more with him. 

42 Then Simon Peter an- 
swered him, Lord, to whom 
shall we go? thou hast the 
words that will bless ns. 

43 And we believe and are 
sure that thou art that Christ, 
the Son of the living God. 

44 Jesus answered them, 
Have not I chosen you twelve, 
and one of you will betray 


me . 
45 He spake of Judas Is- 
cariot the son of Simon: for 
he it was that would betray 
him, being one of the twelve.

true, and no unrighteousness 
ig In him. 

18 Moses gave you the law, 
and yet uone of you keepeth 
the law. Why go ye about 
to kill me? 

19 The people answered and 
said, They have an evi! spirit 
who go about to kill thee. . 


20 Jesus answered and said 
unto them, I have done one 
work, and ye all marvel. 

21 Moses therefore gave un- 
to you circumcision ; not be- 
cause it 15 of Moses, but of 
the fathers; and ye on the 
sabbath day circumcise a man. 

22 If a man on the sabbath 
day receive circumcision, that 
the law of Moses should not 
be broken ; are ye angry at 
me, because 1 have made a 
man every whit whole on the 
sabbath day ? 

23 Judge not according to the 
appearance, but judge right- 
eous judgment. 

24 Then said some of them, 
Is not this he, whom they scek 
to kill ? 

25 But lo, he speaketh bold- 
ly, and they say nothing unto 
him. Do the rulers know 
indeed that this is the very 
Christ ? 

26 Howbeit we know this 
man whence he is: buat when 
Christ cometh, no man know- 
eth whence he is. 

27 Then cricd Jesus in the 
temple as he taught, saying, 
Ye both know me, and ye 
know whence lam: and Iam 
not come of myself, bnt he 
that sent me is true, whoin ye 
know not. 

28 But I know him; for I 
am from him, and he hath sent 


me. 

29 Then they sought to take 
him: but no man laid hanils 
on him, because his hour wis 
not yet come. 

30 And many ofthe people 
believed on him, and said, 
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When Christ cometh, will 
he do more wonders than 
these which this man hath 
done ? | 

31 4 The Pharisees heard 
that the people murmured 
such things concerning him ; 
and the Pharisees and the 
chief priests sent officers to 
take him. 

32 Then said Jesus unto 
them, Yet a little while am I 
with you, and then I go unto 
him that sent me. 

33 Ye shall seek me, and 
shall not find me: and where 
I am, thither ye cannot come. 

34 Thensaid the Jewsamong 
themselves, Whither will he 
go, that we shall not find him? 
will he go unto the dispersed 
among the Gentiles, and teach 
the Gentiles ? 

35 What manner of saying 
is this that he said, Ye shall 
seek me, and shall not find 
me: and where I am, thither 
ye cannot come ? 

36 In the last day, that great 
day of the feast, Jesus stood 
and cried, saying, If any man 
thirst, let him come unto me, 
and drink. 

37 I Many of the people 
therefore, when they heard 
this saying, said, Of a truth 
this is tue prophet. 

$8 Others said, This is the 
Christ. But some said, Shall 
Christ come out of Galilee ? 

39 Hath not the Scriptures 


among the people because of 
him. 

41 And some of them would 
have taken him; but no man 
laid hands on him. 

42 Y Then came the officers 
to the chief priests and Phari- 
sees ; and they said unto them, 
Why have ye not brought 
him ? | 

43 They answered, Never 
man spake like this man. 

44 Then the Pharisees, an- 
swered them, Are ye also de- 
ceived ? 

45 Have any of the rulers 
or of the Pharisees believed 
on him? 

46 But this people who know- 
eth not the law arc cursed. 

47 Nicodemus saith unto 
them, (he that came to Jesus 
by night, being one of them,) 

48 Doth our law judge any 
man, before it hear him, and 
know what he doeth ἢ 

49 They answered and said 
unto him, Art thou also of 
Galilee? Search, and look: 
for out of Galilee ariseth no 
prophet. 

50 And every man went un- 
to his own house. 


CHAPTER VIII.

ESUS went unto the mount

40 So there was a division 
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him; and he sat down, and 
taught them.

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sees brought unto him a wo- 
man taken in adultery, and 
when they had set her in the 
midst, 

4 They say unto him, Master, 
this woman was taken in adul- 
tery, in the very act. 

5 Now Moses in the law 
commanded us, that such 
should be stoned: but what 
sayest thou ? 

& This they said, tempting 
him, that they might have to 
accuse him. But Jesus stooped 
down, and with fis finger 
wrote on the floor, as though 
he heard them not. 

7 So when they continued 
asking him, he lifted up him- 
sclf, and said unto them, He 
that is without sin among you, 
let him first cast a stone at 
her. 

8 Andagainhestooped down, 
and wrote on the floor. 

9 And they who heard it, 
being convicted by their own 
conscience, went out. 

10 When Jesus had lifted 
up himself, and saw none but 
the woman, 

11 He said unto her, Wo- 
man, where are those thine ac- 
cusers ? they have all gone. 

12 4 Jesus spake at another 
time unto them, saying, [ am 
the light of the world: he 
that followeth me shall not 
walk in darkness, but shall 
have the light of life. 

13 The Pharisees therefore 
said unto him, Thou bearest 
record of thyself; thy record 
is not true. 

14 Jesus answered and said 
unto them, Though [ bear 


record of myself, yet my re 
cord is true: for I know 
whence 1 came, and whither 
I go; but ye cannot tell 
whence I come, and whither 
I go. 

15 Ye judge after the flesh 5. 
I judge no man. 

16 And yet if I judge, my 
judgment is true: For Iam 
not alone, but I and the Fa- 
ther that sent me. 

17 It is also written in your 
law that the testimony of two 
men is true. 

18 Eam one that bear wit- 
ness of myself, and the Fa- 
ther that sent me beareth wit- 
ness of me. : 

19 Then said they unto him 
Where is thy Father? Jesus 
answered, If ye had known 
me, ye should have known 
my Father also. 

20 These words spake Jesus 
in the treasury, as he taught 
in the temple; and no man 
laid hands on him for his 
hour was uot yet come. 

21 Then said Jesus again 
unto them, I go my way, aud 
ye shall seek me: whither I 
go, ye cannot come.

23 And he said unto them, 
Ye are of this world; 1 am 
not of this world. 

24 Then said they unto him, 
Who art thon?

I speak to the world those 
things which I have heard of 
him. 

27 They understood not that 
he spake to them of the Fa- 
ther. 

28 Then said Jesus unto 
them, When ye have lifted up 
the Son of man, then shall ye 
know that I am he, and that 
1 do nothing of myself; but 
as my Father hath taught me, 
I speak these things. , 

29 And he that sent me is 
with me: the Father hath 
not left me alone ; for I do al- 
uae those things that please 

m. 

30 As he spake these words 
many believed on him. 

31 7 Then said Jesus to 
those Jews who believed on 
him, If ye continue in my 
word, then are ye my disci- 
ples, indeed ; 

32 And ye shall know the 
truth, and the truth shall 
make you free. 

33 They answered him, We 
are Abraham’s seed,and were 
never In bondage to any man:

38 Jesus answered: Neither 
were the sins of this man or 
his parents, the cause of his 
being born blind, but that the 
works of God should be made 
manifest in him. 

4 I must work the works of 
him that sent me, while it is 
day : 

δ As long as I am in the 
world, I am the light of the 
world. 

6 When he had thus spo- 
ken, he spat on the ground, 
and made clay of the spit- 
tle, and he anointed the eyes 
of the blind man with the 
eliy. 

7 And said unto him, Go, 
wash in the pool of Siloam, 
which is by interpretation, 
Sent. He went his way there- 
fore, and washed, and came 
sceing. 

8 { The neighbors therefore, 
and they who before had scen 
him that he was blind, said, 
Ix not this he that sat and 
begged ? | 

9 Some said, This is he:

others said, He is like him: 
but he said, I am he. 

10 Therefore said they unto 
him, How were thine eyes 
opened ἢ 

11 He answered and said, 
A man that is called Jesus 
made clay, and anointed mine 
eyes, and said unto me: go to 
the pool of Siloam, and wash : 
and J went and washed, and 
I received sight. 

12 Then said they unto him, 
Where is he? He said, I know 
not. 

18 Y They brought to the 
Pharisees him that aforetime 
was blind. 

14 And it was the sabbath 
day when Jesus prepared the 
clay, and opened his eyes. 

15 Then again the Pharisees 
also asked him how he had 
received his sight. He said 
unto them, He put clay upon 
mine eyes, and I washed, and 
do see. 

16 Therefore said some of 
the Pharisees, This man 18 not 
of God, because he keepeth 
not the sabbath day. Others 
said, How can a man who is a 
sinner do such things? And 
there was a division among 
them.. 

17 They say unto the blind 
man again, What sayest thou 
of him, that he hath opened 
thine eyes? He said, He is a 
prophet. ; 

18 But the Jews did not be- 
lieve concerning him, that he 
had been blind, and received 
his sight, until they called the 
parents of him that had receiv- 
ed his sight. 
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19 And they asked them, 
saying, Is this your son, who 
ye say was born blind? how 
then doth he now see? 

20 His parents answered 
them and said, We know that 
this is our son, and that he 
was born blind : 

21 But by what means he 
now seeth, we know not; or 
who hath opened his eyes, we 
know not: he is of age; ask 
him : he shall speak for him- 
self. 

22 These words spake his 
parents, because they feared 
the Jews: for the Jews had 
agreed already, that if ‘any 
man did confess that he was 
Christ, he should be put out 
of the synagogue. 

23 Therefore said his pa- 
rents, He is of age; ask him. 

24 Then again called they 
the man that was blind, and 
said unto him, Give God the 
praise: we know that this 
man is a sinner. 

25 He answered and said, 
Whether he is ἃ sinner or no, 
I know not: one thing I 
kuow, that, whereas I was 
blind, now I see. 

26 Then said they to him 
again, What did he to thee? 
how opened he thine eyes ? 

27 He answered them, I 
have told you already, and 
ye did not hear: wherefore 
would ye hear it again? will 
ye also be his disciples ? 

28 Then they reviled him, 
and said, Thou art his disci- 
ple ; but we are Moses’ disci- 
ples. 
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29 We know that God spake 
unto Moses: as for this fel- 
low, we know not from whence 
he ‘is. 

80 The man answered and 
said unto them, Why herein 
is ἃ marvellous thing, that ye 
know not from whence he is, 
and yet he hath opened mine 
eyes. 

31 Now we know that God 
heareth not sinners: but if 
any man he a worshipper of 
God, and doeth his will, him 
he heareth. 

82 Since the world began 
was it not heard that any inan 
opened the eyes of one that 


-was born blind. 


88 If this man were not of 
God, he could do nothing. 

84 They answered and said 
unto him, Thou wast altogcth- 
er born in sins, and dost thou 
teach us? And they cast him 
out. 

85 Jesus heard that they had 
cast, him out; and when he 
had found him, he said unto 
him, Dost thou believe on the 
Son of God ? 

36 He answered and said, 
Who is he, Lord, that I might 
believe on him ? 

37 And Jesus said unto him, 
Thou hast both seen him, and 
it is he that talketh with 
thee. 

38 And he said, Lord, I be 
lieve. And he worshipped 
him. 

39 Y And Jesus said, I am 
come into this world, that 
they who see not might see.

not the shepherd, whose own 
the sheep are not, seeth the 
wolf coming, and teaveth the 
sheep, and fleeth; and the 
wolf catcheth them, and scat- 
tereth the sheep, 

9 The hireling fleeth, be 
cause he is a hireling, and 
eareth not for the sheep. 

10 1 am the good shepherd, 
and know my sheep, and am 
known of mine. 


11 As the Father knoweth 
me, even so know I the Fa-

15 And many of the Jews 
came to Martha and Mary, to 
comfort them concerning their 
brother. 

16 Then Martha, as soon as 
she heard that Jesus was com- 
ing, went and met him: but 
Mary sat still in the house. 

17 Then said Martha unto 
Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst been 
there, my brother had not died. 

18 But L know, that even 
now, Whatsover thou wilt ask 
of God, God will give it thee. 

18 Jesus saith unto her, Thy 
brother shall rise again, he 
is not dead.

31 Then said the Jews, Be- 
hold how he loved him! 

32 And some of them said, 
Could not this man, who 
opened the eyes of the blind, 
have caused that even: this 
man should not have died ?

10 If ye keep my command- 
ments, ye shall abide in my 
love; evenas I have kept my 
Father’s commandments, and 
abide in his loye. 

11 These things have I spo- 
ken unto you, that my joy 
might remain in you,and that 
your joy might be full. 

12 This is my commandment,

13 Henceforth I call you not 
servants : for theservant know- 
eth not what his lord doeth : 

14 But I have called you 
friends; for what I: have 
heard of my Father I have 
made known unto you.

21 Now Annas had sent him 
bound unto Caiaphas the high 
priest.

.23 One of the servants of 
the high priest, saith, Did not 
I see thee in the garden with 
him ?

The Jews therefore said unto 
him, It is not lawfv! for us to 
put any man to death :

30 And called Jcsus, and said 
unto him, Art thou the King 
of the Jews ? 

31 Jesns answered him, Sar- 
est thou this thing of thysclf,or 
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did others tell it thee of me? 

32 Pilate answered, { am a 
Jew. Thine own nation and 
the chief priests have deliv- 
ered thee unto me: what hast 
thou done ? 

38 Jesus answered, My king- 
dom is not of this world: if 
my kingdom were of this 
world, then would my serv- 
ants fight, that I should not 
be delivered to the Jews : but 
now is my kingdom not from 
hence.

16 Then delivered he him 
therefore unto thein to be cru- 
ecified. And they took Jesus,

17 1 And Simon bearing his 
cross, they went forth into a 
place called Calvery. 

{8 Where they crucified him, 
and two others with him, on 
either side one, and Jesus in 
the midst. 

19 And Pilate wrote a title, 
and put it on the cross. And 
the writing was, JESUS OF 
NAZARETH THE KING 
OF THE JEWs. | 

20 This title then read many 
of the Jews; for the place 
where Jesus was crucified 
was nigh to the city: and it 


was written in Hebrew, and 
Greek, and Latin. 

21 Then said some of the 
chief priests of the Jews to 
Pilate, Write not, The Kin 
of the Jews ; but that he said, 


-|I am King of the Jews. 


22 Pilate answered, What I 
have written I have written. 

23 4 Then the soldiers, when: 
they had erucified Jesus, took 
his garments, and made four 
parts, to every soldier a part; 
and drew lots for his coat: 
now the eoat was without seam, 
woven from the top through- 
out. . 

24 They said therefore among 
themselves, Let us not rend it, 
but cast lots for it, whose it 
shall be: that the scripture 
might be fulfilled, which saith, 
They parted my raiment 
among them, aud for my ves- 
ture they did cast lots. These 
things therefore the soldiers 
did. 

25 I Now there stood by the 
cross of Jesus his mother, and 
his mother’s sister, Mary the 
wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. 

26 When Jesus therefore saw 
his mother, and the disciple 
standing by, whom he loved, 
he saith unto his mother, Wo- 
man, behold thy son! 

27 Then saith he to his dis- 
ciple, Behold thy mother! And 
from that hour that disciple 
took her unto his own home., 

28 1 After this, Jesus know- 
ing that all things were now 
accomplished, that the scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, saith, 
I thirst. 
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29 Now there was set a ves- 
sel full of vinegar: and they 
filled a sponge with vinegar, 
and put it upon hyssop, and 
put it to his mouth. 

30 When Jesus therefore had 
received the vinegar, he said, 
It is finished: and he bowed 
his head, and gave up the 
spirit. - 

31 The Jews therefore, be- 
cause it was the preparation, 
that the bodies should not re- 
main upon the cross on the 
sabbath day, (for that sabbath 
day wasa high day,) besought 
' Pilate that their legs might be 
broken,. and that they might 
be taken away. 
$2 Then came thie soldicrs, 
and brake the legs of the first 
and of the other who was 
crucified with him. . 

33 Bat when they came to 
Jesus, and saw that he was 
dead already, they brake not 
his legs : 

34 But one of the soldiers 
with a spear pierced his side, 
and forthwith came there out 
blood and water. 

35 And he that saw it bare 
record, and his record is true; 
and he knoweth that he saith 
true, that ye might believe. 

36 For these things were 
done, that thescripture should 
be fulfilled, A bone of him 
shall not be broken. 

37 And again another scrip- 
ture saith, They shall look on 
him whom. they pierced. 

38 J And after this Joseph 
of Arimathea, being a disciple 


that he might take away the 
body of Jesus: and Pilate 
gave him leave. He came 
therefore, and took the body of 
Jesus. 

39 And there came also Ni- 
codemus, (who at the first 
came to Jesus by night,) and 
brought a mixture of myrrh 
and aloes, about a hundred 
pounds weight. 

40 Then took they the body 
of Jesus, and wound it in linen 
clothes with the spices, as the 
manner of the Jewsis to bury. 

41 Sow.in the place where 
he was crucified there was a 
garden ; and in the garien ἃ 
new sepulchcre, whercin was 
never man yet laid.

19 Saying, Give me also this 
idaho that on whomsoever 1 
ay hands, he may receive the 
Holy Spirit. 
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20 But Peter said unto him, 
Thy money perish with thee, 
because thou hast thought that 
the gift of God may be pur- 
chased with money. 

21 Thou hast neither part 
nor lot in this matter : for thy 
spirit is not right in the sight 
of God. 

22 Repent therefore of this 
thy wickedness, and pray God, 
and perhaps the thought of thy 
spirit may be changed. 

23 For I perceive that thou 
art in the gall of bitterness, 
and in the bond of iniqui- 
ty. 
om Then answered Simon, 
and said, Pray ye to the Lord 
for me, that none of these 
things which ye have spoken 
come upon me. 

25 And they, when they had 
testified and preached the word 
of the Lord, returned to Je- 
rusalem,and preached the gos- 
pel in many villages of the Sa- 
maritans. 

26 And the angel of the 
Lord spake unto Philip, say- 
ing, Arise, and go toward the 
south, unto the way that go- 
eth down from Jerusalem unto 
Gaza, which is desert. 

27 And he arose and went: 
and, behold, a man of Ethio- 
pia, a eunuch of great autho- 
rity under Candace queen of 
the Ethiopians, who had the 
charge of all her treasure, and 
had come to Jerusalem for to 
worship, 

28 Was returning, and sit- 
ting in his chariot read Esaias 
the prophet. 

29 Then the spirit said unto 


Philip, Go near, and join thy- 
self to this chariot. 

30 And Philip ran thither to 
him, and heard him read the 
prophet Esaias, and said, Un- 
derstandest thou what thou 
readest ? 

31 And he‘said, How can I, 
except some man should guide 
me’ And he desired Phillip 
that he would come up and sit 
with him. 

82 The place of tue Scrip- 
ture which he read was this, 
He was led as a sheep to the 
slaughter ; and like a lamb 
dumb before his shearer, so 
opened he not his mouth: 

33 In his humiliation his 
judgment was taken away: 
and who shall declare his ge- 
neration ? for his life is taken 
from the earth. 

34 And the eunuchanswered 
Philip, and said, I pray thee, 
of whom speaketh the prophet 
this? of himself, or of some 
other man ? : 

85 Then Parilip opened his 
mouth, and began at the same 
scripture, and preached unto 
him Jesus. 

36 And as they went on 
their way, they caine unto a 
certain water: and the eunuch 
said, See, here is water ; what 
doth hinder me to be baptized? 

37 And Philip said, If thou 
believest with all thine soul, 
thou mayest. And he answer- 
ed and said, I believe that 
Jesus Christ is the Son of 
God. : 

38 And he commanded the 
chariot to stand still: and 
they went down both into the 
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water, both Philip and the 
eunuch ; and he baptized him. 

39 And when they were come 
up out of the water, the holy 
spirits caught away Philip, 
that the eunuch saw him no 
more: and he went on his way 
rejoicing. 

40 But Philip wus found at 
Azotus: and passing through 
he preached in all the cities, 
till he came to Cesarea. 


CHAPTER IX. 


1 Saul, going towards Damascus—4 
Is stricken down to the earth—10 
Is called to the apostleship--18 And 
is baptized by Ananias— 20 He 
preacheth Christ boldly—23 The 
Jews lay waight to kill him-—32 
Peter healeth Eneas. 

Foe Saul, yet breathing out 

threatenings and slaugh- 
ter against the disciples of the 

Lord, went unto the high 

priest. 

2 And desired of him letters 
to Damascus to the synagogues, 
that if he found any of this 
way, whether they were men 
or women, he might bring them 
bound unto Jerusalem. 

ὃ And as he journeyed, he 
came near Damascus: and sud- 
denly there shined round about 
him a light from heaven. 

4 And he fell to the earth, 
and heard a voice saying unto 
him, Saul, Saul, why persecut- 
est thou me? 

5 Andhe said, Who art thou, 
Lord ?. And the Lord said, I 
am Jesus whom thou persecut- 
est: itis hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. 

β And he tremblingly and 
astonished said, Lord, what 
wilt thou ye me to do? 
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And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the city, 
and it shall be told thee what 
thou must do. 

1 And the men who jour- 
neyed with him stood speech- 
less, hearing a voice, but sce- 
ing no man. 

8 And Saul arose from the 
earth ; and when his cyes were 
opened, he saw no man ; but 
they led him by the hand, and 
brought him into Damascus. 

9 And he was three days 
without sight, and neither did 
eat nor drink. 

10 { And there was a cer- 
tain disciple at Damascus, 
named Ananias ; and to him 
said the Spirit in a vision, 
Ananias. And he said, Be- 
hold I am here. 

11 And the Spirit said unto 
him, Arise, and go into the 
street which is called Straight, 
and inquire in the house of 
Judas for one called Saul, of 
Tarsus : for, behold, he pray- 
eth, 

12 And hath seen in a vision 
ἃ man named An:nias coming 
in, and putting his hand on 
him, that he might receive his 
sight. 

13 Then Ananias answered, 
Lord, [ have heard by many 
of this man, how much evil 
he hath done to thy saints at 
Jerusalem : 

14 And here he hath autho- 
rity from the chicf priests to 
bind all that call on thy name. 

16 But the Spiritof the Lord 
said unto him, Go thy way : 
for he is a chosen vessel unto 
me, to bear my name before 
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the Gentiles, and kings, and: 
the children of Israel : 

16 For I will show him how 
great things he must suffer for 
my name’s sake, 

17 And Ananias went his 
way, and entered into the 
house ; and putting his hands 
on him said, Brother Saul, the 
Spirit, even Jesus, that ap- 
peared unto thee in the way 
as thou camest, hath sent me, 
that thou mightest receive thy 
sight, and be filled with the 
Holy Spirit. 

18 And immediately there 
fell from his eyes as it had 
beer scales : and he received 
sight forthwith, and arose, and 
was baptized. 

19 And wheu he had receiv- 
ed meat, he was strengthened. 
Then was Saul certain days 
with the disciples who were 
at Damascus. 

20 <And straightway he 

preached Christ in the syna- 
gogues, that he is the Son of 
God. 
21 But all that heard him 
were amazed, and said : Is not 
this he that destroyed them 
who called on this name in 
Jerusalem, and came hither 
for that intent, that he might 
bring them bound unto the 
chicf priests ? 

22 But Saul increased the 
more in strength, and con- 
founded the Jews who dwelt 
at Damascus, proving that this 
is very Christ. 

23 { And after that many 
days were fulfilled, the Jews 
took counsel to kill him: 

24 But their laying wait was 
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known of Saul. And they 
watched the gates day and 
night to kill him. 

25 Then the disciples took 
him by night, and let him 
down by the wall in a bas- 
ket. 

26 And when Saul was come 
to Jerusalem, he essayed to 
join himself to the disciples: 
but they were all afraid of 
him, and believed not that he 
was a disciple. 

27 But Barnabas took kim, 
and brought him to the apos- 
tles, and declared unto them 
how he had seen the Spirit of 
the Lord in tlie way, and that 
he had spoken to him, and 
how he had preached boldly 
at Damascus in the name of 
Jesus. | 

28 And he was with them 
coming in and going out at 
Jerusalem. 

29 And he spake boldly in 
the name of Jesus, and dis- 
puted against the Grecians : 
but they went about to slay 
him. 

30 Which when the brethren 
knew, they brought him down 
to Cesarea, and scnt him forth 
to Tarsus. 

31 Then had the churches 
rest throughout all Judea and 
Galilee and Samaria, and were 
edified ; and walking in the 
fear of God, and in the com- 
fort of the Holy Spirit, were 
multiplied. 

32 YT And it came to pass, 
as Peter passed throughout 
all quarters, he came down 
also to the saints who dwelt 
at Lydda. 
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33 And there he found a cer- 


tain man named Eneas, who 
had kept his bed eight years, 
and was sick of the palsy. 

34 And Peter said unto him, 
Eneas, Jesus Christ maketh 
thee whole: arise, and make 
thy bed. And he arose jim- 
mediately. 

35 And many who dwelt at 
Lydda and Saron saw him, 
and turned to God. 


36 Ἷ Now there was at Jop- 


pa a certain disciple named 
Tabitha, which by interpreta- 
tion is called Dorcas: this 
woman was full of good 
works and almsdeeds which 
she did. 

81 And it came to pass in 
those days, that she was sick, 
and appeared to them to be 
dead: whom when they had 
washed, they laid her in an 
upper chamber. 

38 And forasmuch as Lydda 
was nigh to Joppa, and the 
disciples had heard that Peter 
was there, they sent unto 
him two men, desiring him 
that he would not delay to 
confe to them. 

39 Then Peter arose and 
went with them. When he 
was come, they brought him 
into the upper chamber: and 
all the widows stood by him 
weeping, and shewing the 
coats and garments which 
Dorcas made, while she was 
with them. 

40 But Peter put them all 
forth, and kneeled down, and 
prayed ; and turning him to 
the body said, Tabitha, arise. 
And she er her eyes: 
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and when she saw Peter, she 
sat up. 

41 And he gaveher his hand, 
and lifted her up; and when 
he had called the saints and 
widows, he presented her well. 
42 Andit was known through- 
out all Joppa; and many be- 
lieved in the Lord. 

43 And it came to pass, that 
he tarried many days in Jop- 
pa with one Simon a tanner. 


CHAPTER X. 

Cornelius, a devout man—5 Being 
commanded by an angel, sendcth 
for Peter—I1 o by a vision is 
taught not to despise ihe Gentiles— 
$4 As he preacheth Christ to Cor- 
nolius—44 The Holy Spirit falleth 

on them. 
HERE was ἃ certain man 
in Cesarea called Corne- 
linus, ἃ centurion of the band 

called the Italian band, 

2 A devout man, and one 
that feared God with all his 
house, who gave much alms 
to the people, and prayed to 
God always. 

ἃ He saw ina vision evident- 

ly, about the ninth hour of 
the day, an angel of God 
coming in to him, and saying 
unto him, Cornelius. 
‘4 And when be looked on 
him, he was afraid, and said, 
What is it, Lord? And he 
said unto him, Thy prayers 
and thine alms are come up 
for a memorial before God. 

5 And now send men to Jop- 
pa, and call for one Simon, 
whose surname is Peter : 

6 He lodgeth with one Simon 
a tanner, whose house is by 
the sea side: he shall tell 
thee what thou oughtest to do. 
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1 And when the angel who 
spake unto Cornelius was de- 

parted, he called two of his 
hhoupeliold servants, and a de- 
vout soldier of them that 
waited on him continually ; 

8 And when he had declared 
all these things unto them, he 
sent them to J oppa. 

9 Ἵ On the morrow, as they 
went on their journey, and 
drew nigh unto the city, Peter 
went up upon the housetop to 
pray about the sixth hour : 

10 Aud he became very hun- 
gry, and would have eaten : 
but wuile they made ready, 
he fell into a trance, 

11 And saw heaven opened, 
and a certain vessel descend- 
ing unto him, as it had been 
a great sheet knit at the four 
corners, and let down to the 
carth : 

12 Wherein were all man- 
ner of fourfooted beasts of the 

earth, and wild beasts, and 
creeping things, and fowls of 
the air. 

13 And there came a voice 
to him, Rise, Peter ; kill, and 
eat. 

14 But Peter said, Not so, 
Lord ; for 1 have never eaten 
any thing that is common or 
unclean. 

15 And the voice spake unto 
him again the sccond time, 
What God hath cleansed, that 
call not thou common. 

16 This was done thrice: 
and the vessel was reccived 
up again into heaven. 

11 Now while Peter doubt- 
ed in himself what this vision 


mean, behold, the men who 
were sent from Cornelius 
had made inquiry for Simon’s 
house, and stood before the 


gate, 

18 And called, and asked 
whether Simon, who was sur- 
named Peter, were lodged 
there. 

19 Ἵ While Peter thonght 
on the vision, the Spirit said 
unto him, Behold, three men 
seek thee. 

20 Arise therefore, and get 
thee down, and go with them, 
doubting nothing : for 1 have 
sent them. 

21 Then Peter went down. 
to the men who were sent un- 
to him from Cornelius; and 
said, Behold, I am he whom 
ye seek : what is the cause 
wherefore ye are come ? 

22 And they said, Cornelius 
the centurion, a just man, and 
one that feareth God, and of 
good report among’ ‘all the 
nation of the Jews,was warn- 
ed from God by a ‘holy angel 
to send for thee into his house, 
and to hear words of tice. 

23 Then called he them in, 
and lodged them. And on 
the morrow Peter went away 
with them, and certain breth- 
ren from Joppa accompanied 
him. 

24 And the morrow after 
they entcred into Cesarea, 
And Cornelius waited for 
them, and had called together 
his kinsmen and near friends, 

25 And as Peter was coming 
in, Cornelius met him, and fell 
down at his feet, ane worship- 


which he had seen should} ped him. 
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26 But Peter took him up,|perceive that God is no re- 
saying, Stand up; I myself) specter of persons : 


also am ἃ man. 

27 And as he talked with 
him, he went in, and found 
many that were come toge- 
ther. 

28 And he said unto them, 
Ye know how that it is an 
unlawful thing for a man that 
is a Jew to keep company, or 
come unto one of another na- 
tion ; but God hath shewed 
me that I should not call any 
man common or unelean. 

29 Therefore came I unto 
you without gainsaying, as 
soon as I was sent for: I ask 
therefore for what intent ye 
have sent for me ? 

30 And Cornelius said, Four 
days ago I was fasting until 
this hour ; and at the ninth 
hour I prayed in my house, 
and behold,a man’s spirit stood 
before me in bright clothing, 
31 And said, Cornelius, thy 
prayer is heard, and thine 
alms arc had in remembrance 
in the sight of God. 

32 Send therefore to Joppa, 
and call hither Simon, whose 
surname is Peter; he is lodged 
in the house of one Simon a 
tanner by the sca side: who, 
when he cometh, shall speak 
unto thee. 

33 Immediately therefore I 
sent to thée: and thou hast 
well done that thou art come. 
Now therefore we are all here 
present before God, to hear 
all things that are command- 
ed thee of God. 

34 4 Then Peter opencd his 
mouth, and said, Of a truth I 
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35 But in every nation he 
that feareth him, and workcth 
righteousness, is accepted with 
him, 

80 The word which God 
sent unto the children of Is- 
racl, preaching peacc by Je- 
sus Christ : he is Lord of all : 

37 That word, I say, ye 
know, which was published 
throughout all Judea, and be- 
gan from Galilee, after the 
baptism which John preached; 

38 How God anointed Jesus 
of Nazareth with the Holy 
Spirit and with power: who 
went about doing good, and 
healing 81} that were oppress- 
ed of the evil spirit ; for God 
was with him. 

39 And we are witnesses 
of all things which he did 
both in the land of the Jews, 
and in Jorusalem ; whom they 
slew and hanged on a tree : 

40 And God raised up his 
Spirit, and shewed him openly 
the third day, 

41 Not to all the people, but 
unto witnesses ehosen before 
of God, even to us, who did 
eat and drink with him after 
he rose from the dead. 

42 And he commanded us to 
preach unto the people, and to 
testify that it is he who was 
ordained of God to preach to 
the people. 

43 To him give all the pro- 
phets witness, that throneh 
his name whosoever believeth 
in him shall have a blessing. 

44 4 While Peter yct spake 


lthese words, the Holy Spirit 
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fell on many who heard the 
word. 

45 And they of the circum- 
cision who belicved were 
astonished, as many as came 
with Peter, because that on 
the Gentiles also was poured 
out the gift of the Holy Spirit. 

46 For they heard them 
speak different languages, and 
magnify God. 

47 Then answered Peter, can 
any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, 
who have received the Holy 
Spirit as well as we? 

48 And he commanded them 
to be baptized in the name of 
the Lord. ‘Then prayed they 
him to tarry certain days. 


CHAPTER ΧΙ. 

5 Peter's vision on the house-top— 
1¢ Peter confirms John’s baptism by 
the Holy Spirit—27 Prophets come 
from Jerusalem to Antioch, : 

ANe the apostles and bre- 

thren that were in Judea 
heard that the Gentiles had 
also received the word of 

God. 

2 And when Peter was come 
up to Jerusalem, they that 
were of the circumcision con- 
tended with him, 

3 Saying, Thou wentest in 
to men uncircumcised, and 
didst eat with them. 

4 But Peter rehearsed the 
matter from the beginning. 
and expounded it by order 
unto them, saying, 

5 I was in the city of Joppa 
praying: and in a trance I 
saw a Vision, a certain vessel 
descend, as it had becn a great 
sheet, let down from heaven 


by four corners; and it came 
even to me: 

6. Upon the which when I[ 
had fastened mine eyes, I con- 
sidered, and saw fourfooted 
beasts of the earth, and wild 
beasts, and creeping things, 
and fowls of the air. 

1 And I heard a voice say- 
ing unto me, Arise, Peter ; 
slay and eat. 

8 But I said, Not so, Lord, 
for nothing common’ or un- 
clean hath at any time en- 
tered into my mouth. 

9 But the voice answered 
me again from heaven, What 
God hath cleansed, that call 
not thou common. 

10 And this was done three 
times : and all were drawn up 
again into heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediate 
ly there were three men al- 
ready come unto the house 
where ! was, sent from Cesa- 
rea πηΐο me. 

12 And the Spirit bade me 
go with them, nothing doubt- 
ing. Moreover these six bre- 
thren accompanied me, and 
we entered into the mau’s 
house : 

13 And he shewed us how 
he had seen an angel in his 
house, who stood and said 
unto him, Send men to Joppa, 
and call for Simon, whose sur- 
name is Peter ; 

14 Who shall tell thee words 
whereby thou and all thy house 
shall be saved. 

15 And as I een to speak, 
the Holy Spirit fell on them, 
as on us at the beginning. 

16 Then sa δ [ the 
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word of the Lord, how that] 24 For he was a good man, 
he said, John indeed baptized! and full of the Holy Spirit, 
with water; but ye shall be! and of faith: and many pco- 
baptized with the Holy Spirit. ple was added unto the Lord. 

17 Forasmuch then as God! 25 Then departed Barnabas 


gave them the like gift as he! 
did unto us, who believed on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, what 
was [, that I could withstand 

God ? : 

18 When they heard these 
things, they held their peace, 
and glorified God, saying, 
Then. hath God also to the 
Gentiles granted repentance 
unto good works. | 

19 1 Now they who were 
scattered abroad on account 
of the persecutions that arose 
about Stephen, travelled as 
far as Phenice, aud Cyprus, 
and Antioch, preaching the 
word to none but unto the 
Jews alone. 

20 And some of them were 
men of Cyprus and Cyrene, 
who when they were come to 
Antioch, spake unto the Gre- 
cians, preaching the Lord 
Jesus. 

21 And the hand of the 
Lord was with them: and a 
great umber believed, and 
turned unto the Lord. 

22 4 Then tidings of these 
things came unto the ears of 
the church which was in Je- 
rusalem: and they sent forth 
Barnabas, that he should go 
as far as Antioch. | 

23 Who, when he came, and 
had seen the grace of God, 
was glad, and exhorted them 
all, that with purpose of 
mind they would cleave unto 
the Lord. 
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to Tarsus, for to seck Saul. 

26 And when he had found 
him he brought him unto An- 
tioch. And it came to pass 
that a whole year they assem- 
bled themselves with the 
church, and taught much peo- 
ple. And the disciples were 
ealled Christians first in An- 
tioch. 

27 “ And in thesedays came 
prophets from Jerusalem unto 
Antioch. 

28 And there stood up one 
of them named Agabus, and 
signified by the Spirit that 
there should be great dearth 
throughout all the worid: 
which came to pass in the 
days of Claudius Cesar. 

29 ‘Then the disciples, every 
man according to his ability, 
determined to send relicf unto 
the brethren who dwelt in 
Judea: 

80 Which also they did, and 
sent it to the elders by the 
hands of Barnabas and Saul. 


CHAPTER XII. 


King Herod persecuteth the Chris- 
tians—7 The angel of the Lurd 
took Peter out of prison—20 Herod 
taking to himself the honour due 
to God, is stricken by an angel, and 
dieth miserably—-24 After his death 
the word of God prospereth. 


OW about that time He 
rod the king stretched 
forth his hands to vex certain 
of the church. 
2 And he killed James the 
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brother of John with the! 
sword. 

ἃ And beeause he saw it 
pleased the Jews, he proceed- 
ed further to take Peter also. 
Then were the days of un- 
leavened bread. | 

4 And when he had appre- 
hended him, he put him in 
prison, and dclivered -him to 
four quaterniots of soldiers to 
keep him; intending after 
Easter to bring him forth to 
the people. 

5 Peter therefore was kept 
in prison: but prayer was 
made without ceasing of the 
church unto God for him. 

6 And when Herod would 
have brought him forth, the 
same night Peter was pin ; 
between two soldicrs, boun | 
with two chains; and the; 
keepers before the door kept 
the prison. 

7 And behold, the angel of 
the Lord came upon him, 
and a light shined in the pri- 
son: and he smote Peter on 
the side, and raised him up, 
saying, Arise up quickly. 
And his chains fell off from 
his hands. . 

8 And the angel said unto 
him, Gird thyself, and bind 
on thy sandals : and so he did. 
And he saith unto him, Cast 
thy garment about thee, and 
follow me. 

9 And he went out, and fol- 
lowed him ; and wist not that 
it was true which was done 
by the angel ; but thought he} 
saw ἃ vision. 

10 When they were past the! 
firstand the second ward, they , 


came unto the iron gate that 
leadeth unto the city; which 
opened to them of its own ac- 
cord:; and ‘they went out and 
passed on through one street ; 
and forthwith the angel de- 
parted from him. 

1t And when Peter was 
come to himself, he said, Now 
I know of a surety, that the 
Lord hath sent this angel, and 
hath delivered me out of the 
hand of Herod, and from all 
the expectation of the people 
of the Jews. 

12 And when he had con- 
sidered the thing, he came to 
the house of Mary the mother 
of John, whose surname was 
Mark; where’ many were 
gathered together praying. 

13 And as Peter knocked 
at the door of the gatc,a 
damsel came to  hearken, 
named Rhoda. 

14 And when she knew Pe 
ter’s voice, she opened not 
the gate for gladness, but ran 
in and told how Peter stood 
before the gate. 

15 And they said unto her, 
Thou art mad. But she con- 
stantly affirmed that it was 
even so. Then said they, It 
is his angel. 

16 But Peter continued 
knocking: and +: when they 
had opened the koor. and saw 
him, they were astonished. 

17 But he beckoning unto 
them with the hand to hold 
their peace, declared unto 
thein howthe Lord had brought 
him out of the prison. And 
he said, Go shew these things 
unto James, and to the breth- 
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ren. And he departed, and 
went into another place. 

18 Now as soon as it was 
day, there was no small stir 
among the soldiers, what was 
become of Peter. 

19 And when Herod had 
sought for him, and found him 
not, he examined the keepers, 
and commanded that they 
should be put to death. And 
he went down from Judea to 
Cesarea, and there abode. 

20 { And Herod was highly 
displ®ased with them of Tyre 
and Sidon: but they came with 
one accord to him, and, hav- 
ing made Blastus the king’s 
chamberlain their friend, de- 
sired peace; because their 
country was nourished by the 
king’s country. 

21 And upon a set day He- 
rod, arrayed in royal apparel, 
sat upon his throne, and made 
an Oration unto them. 

22 And the people gave a 
shout, saying, It is the voice 
of a god, and not of ἃ mau. 

23 And immediately the an- 
gel of the Lord smote him, be- 
cause he gave not God the 
glory : and he was eaten of 
worins, and gave up the spi- 
rit. 
24 Y But the word of God 
grew and multiplied. 

25 And Barnabas and Saul 
returned. from Jerusalem, 
when they had fulfilled their 
ministry, and took with them 
“tact whose surname was 

ark. 
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CHAPTER XTIL 


Paul and Barnabas are chosen to 
go to the Gentiles —14 Pau! preach- 
eth at Antioch, that Jesus is Christ 
—42 The Gentiles believe— 45 But 
the Jews gainsay ond blaspheme— 
46 Whereupon they turn to the 
Gentiles. 

OW there were in the 
church that was at An- 
tioch eertain prophets and 
teachers; as Barnabas, and 

Simeon that was called Ni- 

ger, and Lucius of Cyrene, 

and Manaen, who had bcen 
brought up with [{erod the 
tetrarch, and Saul. 

2 As they ministered to the 
Lord, and fasted, the Holy 
Spirit said, Separate me Bar- 
nabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I have called them. 

8 And when they had fasted 
and prayed, and laid their 
hands on them, they scat 
then away. 

4 J So they, being sent forth 
by the Holy Spirit, departed 
untoScleucia; and from thence 
they sailed to Cyprus. 

δ And whien they were at 
Salamis, they preached thie 
word of God in the syna- 
gogues of the Jews: aud they 
had also John to their minister.

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(for so is his name by inter- 
pretation,) withstood them, 
sceking to turn away the de 
puty from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, who also is 
called Paul, filled with the 
Holy Spirit, sect his eyes on 
him, 

10 And said, O full of all 
subtilty and all mischief, thou 
child of the evil spirit, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, 
wilt thou not cease to pervert 
the right ways of the Lord ? 
11 And now, behold, thehand 
of the Lord is upon thee, and 
thou shait be blind, not seein 
the sun for ἃ season. An 
iminediately there fell on him 
a mist and a darkness; and 
he went about secking some 
to lead him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when 
he saw what was done, be- 
lieved, being astonished at 
the doctrine of the Lord. 

13 Now when Paul and his 
company loosed from Paphos, 
they came to Perga in Pam- 
pliylia : and John, departing 
from them, returned to Jeru- 
salem. 

14 Y But when they depart- 
ed from Perga, they came to 
Antioch in Visidia, and went 
into the synagogue, on the sab- 
bath day, and sat down. 

15 And after the reading of 
the law and the prophets, the 
rulers of the synagogue sent 
unto them, saying, Ye men 
and brethren, if ye have any 
word of exhortatiou for the 
people, say on. 

16 Then 11] stood ap, and 
beckoning with his hand said, 


Men of Israel, and ye that 
fear God, give audience. 

17 The God of this people 
of Israel chose our fathers, 
and exalted the people when 
they dwelt as strangers in the 
land of Egypt, and with a high 
arm brought he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of 
forty years suffered he their 
manners in the wilderness. 

19 And when he had destroy- 
ed seven nations in the land 
of Canaan, he divided their 
land to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave 
unto them judges about the 
space of four hundred and 
fifty years, until Samuel the 
prophet. 

21 And afterward they de 
sired a king: and God gave 
unto them Saul the son of Cis, 
a man of the tribe of Benja- 
min, by the space of forty 
years. 

22 And when he had remov- 
ed him, he raised up unto them 
David to be their king ; 

23 Of this man’s secd hath 
God, according to his promise, 
raised unto Israel a Saviour, 
Jesus : 

24 When John had first 
preached before his coming 
the baptism of repentance to 
all the people of Israel. 

25 And as John fulfilled his 
course, he said, Whom think 
ye that I am? I am not he. 
But, behold, there cometh one 
after me, whose shocs I am 
not worthy to bear. 

26 Men and brethren,-chil- 
dren of the stock of Abraham, 
and whosoever among you 
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feareth God, to you is the 
word of this salvation sent. 
27 For they that dwell at 
Jerusalem, and their rulers, 
because they knew him not, 
nor yct the voices of the pro- 
phets which are read every 
sabbath day, they have fulfill- 
ed them in condemning him. 
28 And though they found 
no cause of death in him, yet 
desired they Pilate that he 
should be slain. 

29 And when they had ful- 


him, they took him down from 
the tree, and laid him in a se 
pulchre. 

30 But God raised his spirit 
from the dead : 

31 And he was seen many 
days of them who came up 
with him from Galilee to Je- 
rusalem, who are his witnesses 
unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you 
glad tidings, how that the 
promise which was made unto 
the fathers, ἢ 

33 God hath fulfilled the 
same unto us their children, 
in that he hath raised up 
Jesus again; as it is also 
written in the second psalm,

39 And when the Jews were 
gone out of the synagogue, 
the Gentiles besought that:

40 Now when the congrega- 
tion was broken up, many of 
the Jews and religious prose 
lytes followed Paul and Bar- 
nabas; who speaking to them, 

rsuaded them to continue 
in the grace of God. 

41 J And the next sabbath 
day came almost the whole 
city together to hear the word 
of God. 

42 But when the Jews saw 


ithe multitudes, they were {fill- 


ed. with envy, and spakeagainst 
those things which were spok- 
en by Paul, contradicting and 
blaspheming. 

43 Then Paul and Barnabas 
waxed bold, and said, It was 
necessary that the word of God 
should first have been spoken 
to you: but sceing ye put it 
from you, and judge yourselves 
unworthy, lo, we turn to the 
Gentiles. 

44 For so hath the Lord com- 
manded us, saying, I have sct 
thee to be a light of the Gen- 
tiles, that thou shouldest be 
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for salvation unto the ends of 
the earth. 

45 And when the Gentiles 
heard this, they were glad, 
and glorified the word of the 
Lord : 

46 And the word of the 
Lord was published through-' 
out all the region. 

47 But the Jews stirred up 
the devout and honourable 
women, and the chief men of 
the city, and raised persecu-— 
tion against Paul and Barna- 
bas, and expelled them out of 
their coasts. 

48 But they shook off the 
dust of their feet against them, 
and came unto Iconium.

4 But the multitude of the 
city was divided: and part 
held with the Jews, and part 
with the apostles, 

§ And when there was an 
assault made both of the Gen- 
tiles, and also of the Jews 
with their rulers, to use them 
despitefully, and tostone them, 

6 They were aware of it, and 
fled unto Lystra and Derbe, 
cities of Lycaonia. and unto 
the region that lieth round 
about : 

7 And there they preached 
the gospel. 

8 And there sat a certain 
man at Lystra, impotent in his 
fect, being a cripple from his 
birth, who never had walked. 


| - 9 The same heard Paul speak : 


whosteadfastly beholding him, 
and perceiving that he had 
faith to be healed, 

10 Said with a loud voice, 
Stand upright on thy feet. 
And he leaped and walked. 

11 And when the people saw 
what Paul had done, they lift- 
ed up their voices, saying in 
the speech of Lycaonia, The 
gods are come down to us in 
the likeness of men. 

12 And they called Barna- 
bas, Jupiter ; and Paul, Mer- 
curius, because he was the 
ehief speaker. 

13 Then the priest of Jupi- 
ter, who was before their 
city, brought oxen and gar- 
lands unto the gates, and 
would have done sacrifice with 
the people. 

14 Who when the apostles 
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Barnabas and Paul, heard of,j/and that we must through 


théy ran in among the people, 
crying out, 

15 And saying, Sirs, why do 
ye these things? We also are 
men of jike passions with you, 
and preach unto you that ye 
should turn from these vani- 
ties unto the living God, who 
made heaven and earth, and 
the sea, and all things that are 
therein : 

16 Who in times past suffer- 
ed all nations to walk in their 
OWL Ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not 
himself without witness, in 
that he did good, and gave us

5 And when Silas and Timo- 
theus were come from Macedo- 
nia, Paul was pressed in the 
spirit, and testified to the Jews 
that Jesus was Christ. 

6 And when they opposed 
themselves, and blasphemed, 
he shook his raiment, and said 
unto them, Your blood be upon 
your own heads ; Iam clean: 
from henceforth I will go unto 
the Gentiles. 

7 J And he departed thence 
and entered into a certain 
man’s house, named Justus, 
one that worshipped God, 
whose house joined hard to 
the synagogue, - 

8 And Crispus, thechief ruler 
of the synagogue, believed on 
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the Lord with all his house ; 
and many of the Corinthians 
hearing believed, and were 
baptized. 

9 Then spake the Lord by a 
spirit to Paul in the nig t by 
a vision, Be not afraid, but 
speak, and hold not thy peace: 

10 For I am with thee, and 
no man shall set on thee to 
hurt thee: for I have many 
people in this city. 

11 And he continued there a 
year and six months, teaching 
the word of God among them.

6 Nor thieves, nor covctous, 
nor drunkards, nor revilers, 
nor extortiouers, shall inherit 


glory. 
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7 And such were some of{knowest thou, O man, whe- 


you: but ye are washed, but 
ye are sanctified, but ye are 
justified by following the 
teachings of the Lord Jesus, 
and the Spirit of our God. 

8 What! know ye not that 
your body is the temple of 
the Holy Spirit which is in 
you, which ye have of God, 
and ye are not your own.

4 And the woman who hath 
a husband that believeth not, 
and if he be pleased to dwell 
with her, let her not leave him. 

5 For the unbelieving hus- 
band is sanctified by the wife, 
and the unbelieving wife is 
sanctified by the husband. 

6 But if the unbelicving de- 
part, let him depart. A bro- 
ther or ἃ sister is not uuder 
bondage in such cases: but 
God hath called us to peace. 

7 For what knowest thou, 
YW wife, whether thou shalt 
save thy husband? or how 


ther thou shalt save thy wife 
from wrong faith. 

8 But as God hath distri- 
buted to every man, as the 
Lord hath called every one, 
so let him walk. And so or- 
dain I in all churches. 

9 Is any man called being 
circumcised ? let him not be- 
come uncircumcised. Is any 
called in uncircumcision? let 
him not be circumcised. 

19 Circumcision is nothing, 
and uncircumcision is nothing, 
but the keeping of the com- 
mandments of God. 

11 Let every man abide in 
the same calling wherein he 
was called. 

12 Art thou called being a 
servant? care not forit: but 
if thou mayest be made free, 
use it rather. 

13 For he that is called in 
the Lord, being a servant, is 
the Lord’s freeman : - likewise 
also he that is called, being 
free, is Christ’s servant.

21 And they that use this 
world, as not abusing it; for 
the fashion of this world pass- 
eth away. 

22 And this I speak for your 
own profit; not that [ may 
cast ἃ snare upon you, but for 
that which is comely, and that 
ye may attend upon the Lord 
without distraction. 

23 The wife is bound by the 
law as long as her husband 
liveth ; but if her husband be 
dead, she is at hberty to be 
married to whom she will;

CHAPTER VII. 


To abstain from meats offered to 
idols—9 We must not abuse our 
Christian liberty, to the offence of 
our brethren—11 But must use our 
knowledge with charity. 


OW as touching things 
offered unto idols, we 
know that we all have know- 
ledge. Knowledge puffeth up, 
but charity edifieth. 
2 But if any man love God, 
the same is known of him. 
3 As concerning, therefore, 
the cating of those things that 
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nothing in the world, and that 
there is none other God but 
one: the great Spirit. 

4 For though there be that 
are called gods, whether in 
heaven or in earth, as there 
be gods many, and lords 


many ; 

5 Bit to us there is but one 
God, the Father, of whom are 
all things, and he in us. 

& Howbeit there is not in 
every man that knowledge: 
for some with conscience of 
the idol unto this hour eat it 
as a thing offcred unto an 
idol; and their conscience 
being weak is defiled. 

T But meat commendeth us 
not to God: for neither, if 
we eat, are we the better ; 
neither, if we eat not, are we 
the worse. 

8 But take heed lest by any 
means this liberty of yours 
become a stumbling-block to 
them that are weak. 

9 For if any man sce thee 
who hast knowledge sit at 
meat in the idol’s temple, shall 
not the conscience of him who 
is weak be emboldencd to cat 
those things which are offered 
to idols ; 

10 And through thy know- 
ledge shall the weak brother 
be led into crrors. 

11 But when ye sin so a- 
gainst the brethren,and wound 
their weak conscience, ye sin 
against God. 

12 Wherefore, if meatmake 
my brother to offend, I will 
eat no flesh while the world 
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standcth, lest I make my bro- 
ther to offend. 


CHAPTER VIIL

8 Mine answer to them that 
do examine me is this:

5 Have wenot power to lead 
about a sister, a wife, as well 
as other apostles, and as the 
brethren of the Lord, and Ce- 
phas ? 

6 Or I only and Barnabas, 
have not we power to forbear 
working ? 

7 Who gocth a warfare any 
time at his own charges? who 
planteth a vineyard, and eat- 
cth not of the fruit thereof? 
or who feedcth a flock, and 
eateth not of the milk of the 
flock ? 

8 Say I these things as a 
man? or saith not the law the 
same also ? 

9 For it is written in the 
law of Moses, Thou shalt not 
muzzle the mouth of the ox 
that treadeth out the corn. 
Doth God take care for oxen ? 


10 Or saith he it altogether 
for onr sakes? For our sakes, 
no doubt, this is written : that 
he who plougheth should 
plough in hope; and that he 
who thresheth in hope should 
be partaker of his hope. 

11 If we have sown unto you 
didvibonry things, is it a great 
thing if we shall reap your 
temporal things ? 

12 If others be partakers of 
this power over you, are not 
we rather? Nevertheless we 
have not used this power ; bunt 
suffer all things, lest we should 
hinder the gospel of Christ. 

13 Do ye not know that they 
whominister about holy things 
live of the things of the tem- 
ple? and they who wait at 
the altar are partakers with 
the altar ?

28 Give none offence, nei- 
ther to the Jews, nor to the 
Gentiles, nor to the church of

29 Even as I please all men 
in all things, not seeking mine 
own profit, but the profit of 
many, that they may be

6 And there are diversities 
of operations, but it is the 
sume God who worketh all 
in all. 

7 Bot the manifestation of 
the spirits is given to every 
man to profit withal. 

8 For to one is given by the 
spirits the word of wisdom, 
to another the word of know- 
ledge ; 

9 70 another faith by the 
spirits, to another the gifts of 
healing by the spirits ; 

10 To another the working 
of wonders, to another pro- 
phecy, to another discerning 
of spirits, to another divers 
kinds of languages, to an-

8 For we know in part, aud 
we prophesy in part.

2 Ye are our epistle writte 
in our minds, known and read 
of all men : 

3 And such trust have we 
through Christ toward God: 

4 Not that we are sufficient 
of ourselves to think anything 
as of ourselves ; but our sulti- 
ciency is of God; 
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5 Who also hath made us 
able ministers of the new tes- 
tament ; not of the letter, but 
of the spirit: for the letter 
killeth, but thespirit giveth life, 

6 But if the ministration of 
death, written and engraven 
in stones, was glorious, so that 
the children of Israe! could not 
steadfastly behold the face of 
Moses for the glory of his 
countenance; which glory was 
to be done away. 

1 Seeing then that we have 
such hope, we use great plain- 
ness of speech : 

8 And not as Moses who put 
ἃ vail over his face, that the 
children of Israel could not 
plainly see him. 

9 And their minds were 
also blinded : for until this day 
remaineth the same vail un- 
taken away in the reading of 
the old testament ; which vail 
is done away in Christ. 

10 But even unto this day, 
when Moses is read, the vail 
is upon their minds. 

11 Nevertheless, when the 
shall turn to the Lord, the vail 
shall be taken away. 

12 But we all, with open eyes 
beholding us in a glass the 
glorious condition of the ho- 
lier spirits are changed into 
the same image from glory to 
glory. 

CHAPTER IV.

3 For we preach not our- 
selves, but Christ Jesus the 
Lord ; and ourselves your ser- 
vants for Jesus’ sake. 

4 For God, who commanded 
the light to shine out of dark- 
ness, hath shined in our spirits, 
to give the light of the know- 
ledge of the glory of God in 
the face of Jesus Christ. 

5 We are troubled on every 
side, yet not distressed ; we 
are perplexed but not in de- 
spair ; 

6 Persecnted, but not forsa- 
ken; cast dowu, but not de- 
stroyed ; 

7 Always bearing about in 
the body the dying of the Lord 
Jesus, that the life also of Je 
sus might he made manifest in 
our body. 

8 For we who live arc alway 
delivered unto death for Jesus’ 
sake. 

9 So then death worketh 
in us, but life in you. 

10 We having the same spirit 
of faith, according as it is 
written, I believed, and there- 
fore have I spoken; we al- 
so believe, and _ therefore 
speak : 

11 For all things are for 
your sakes, that the abundant 
lovemight through the thanks 
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giving of many redound to 
the glory of God. 

12 For which cause we faint 
not; but though our outward 
man will decay yet the in- 
ward man isrenewed day by 
day. 
13 For our light affliction, 
which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more ex- 
ceeding and eternal weight of 
glory; " 

14 While we look not for 
the things which are seen, but 
for the things which are not 
seen : for the things which are 
secn are temporal; but the 
things whicli are not seen are 
eternal.

9 For we must a&ll receive for 
the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad.

% Do ye look on things after 
the outward appearance? If 
any man trust to himself that 
he is Christ’s, let him of him- 
self think this again, that, as 
he is Christ’s, even so are we 
Christ’s. , 

8 For though I should boast 
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somewhat more of our author- 
ity, which the Lord hath given 
us for edification, and not for 
your destruction, I should not 
be ashamed. 

9 That I may not seem as if 
I would terrify you by letters: 

10 For his letters, say they, 
are weighty and powerful; 
but his bodily presence is 
weak, and his speech con- 
temptible: . 

11 Let such a one think this, 
that, such as we are in word 
by letters when we are absent, 
such will we be also in deed 
when we are present. 

12 For we dare not make 
ourselves of the nnmber, or 
compare ourselves with some 
that commend themselves ; but 
they, measuring themselves by 
themselves, and comparing 
themselves among themselves, 
are not wise. 

13 But we will not boast of 
things without our measure, 
but according to the measure 
of the rule which God hath 
distributed to us, a measure 
to reach even unto you. 

{4 For we stretch not our- 
selves beyond our measure, as 
though we reached not unto 
you; for we are come as far 
as to you ulso in preaching 
the gospel of Christ: 

15 Not boasting of things 
without our measure, that is, 
of other men’s labours; but 
having hope, when your faith 
is increased, that we shall be 


enlarged by you according to

Paul marvelleth that they are #0 soon 
turned to another gospel—I11 He 
learned the gospei not of men, bul 
of God: 18 and sheweth what he 
was before his calling, 17 and what 
he did presently after it.

8 Grace be to you, and peace,

GALATIANS—CHAP. II. 


4 Who was an example for 
us that he might deliver us 
from evil according to the will 
of God our Father : 

ὅδ To whom be glory for ever 
and νοῦ. Amen. 

6 I marvel that ye are so 
soon removed from him that 
called you into the grace of 
Christ unto another gospel : 

1 Which is not another ; but 
there be some that trouble 
you, and would pervert the 
gospel of Christ. 

8 But though we, or an angel 
from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that 
which we have preached unto 
you, harken not unto him. 

9 But I certify to you, bre 
thren, that the gospel which 
wag preached of me is not 
from man. 

10 For I neither received it 
of man, ncither was I taught 
it, but by the revelation of 
Jesus Christ. 

11 For ye Lave heard of my 
conversation in time past in 
the Jews’ religion, how that 
beyond measure I persecuted 
the church of God, and wasted 
it: 

12 And profited in the Jews’ 
religion above many my equals 
in mine own nation, being

14 For ye, brethren, became 
followers of the churches of 
God which are in Judea: for 
ye also have suffered like 
things of your own country- 
meu, even as they have of the 
Jews.

3 As I besought thee to abide 
still at Ephesus, when I went 
into Macedonia, that thou 
mightest charge some that they 
teach no other doctrine, 

4 Neither give heed to fables 
and endless genealogies, which 
minister questions, rather than 
godly edifying which is in 
faith : so do.

mandment is charity out of a 
pure mind and of a good con- 
science, and of faith unfeigned : 

6 From which some having 
swerved have turned aside unto 


vain jangling ; 
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T Desiring to be teachers of 
the law ; understanding neith- 
er what they say, nor whereof 
they affirm.

9 For Demas hath forsaken 
me, having loved this present 
world, and is departed unto 
Thessalonica ; Cresens to Ga- 
latia, Titus unto Dalmatia. 

10 Only Luke is with me. 
Take Mark, and bring him 
with thee: for he is profitable 
to me for the ministry. 

11 And Tychicus have I sent 
to Ephesus. . 

12 The cloak that I left at 
Troas with Carpus, when thou 
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comest, bring with thee, and 
the books, but especially the 
parchmenis, 

18 Alexander the copper- 
smith did me much evil: 
God will reward him accord- 
ing to his works: 

14 Of whom be thou aware 
also ; for he hath greatly with- 
stood our words. 

15 At my first answer no man 
stood with me, but all men for- 
sook me: I pray God that it 
may not be laid to their 
charge, 

16 Notwithstanding the Lord 
stood with me, and strength- 
ened me: that by me the 
preaching might be fully 
known, and that all the Gen- 
tiles might hear: and I was 
delivered out of their evil 
hands.
